PREFACE. 



In presenting the following Notices and Documents to the Members of 
the Maitland C14UB, some apology may be deemed necessary for the 
substitution of a work of recent origin for one of earlier date, — ^and for 
the title which has been adopted. 

Hitherto no work has appeared which contains much information 
regarding the literature of Glasgow, and the Arts connected with it, 
during the last century. The materials for such a work are so much 
scattered, that the editor conceived that an attempt to collect them 
might not be unacceptable. 

In regard to the title, he is conscious that it seems to promise more 
than the contents of this volimie will strictly warrant. At the outset 
of the work, he merely proposed to combine a few notices relative to 
Printing and the Institution for the Fine Arts, established by Robert 
and Andrew Foulis. In collecting materials with this view, a few inci- 
dental pieces of information regarding the Uterary history of the city 
came in his way : — ^these he felt unwilling to suppress, as they seemed 
to possess some interest, and were not unconnected with his subject. 
A more comprehensive title thus became necessary, and while he is 
aware that his information is in many cases both meagre and imperfect, 
he feels that, unless he had something new or important to communicate, 
any notices of the eminent persons whose memoirs have been written 
by Stewart, Traill, Craig, and Bobison, would have been superfluous. 
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Several short biographies of Robert and Andrew Foulis have been 
published, but they seem to have been almost wholly taken from one 
soiu-ce, — Lemoine's History of Printing. The late Earl of Buchan, so 
early as 1795, addressed a letter to Mr John NichoUs, at that time editor 
of the Gentleman's Magazine, in which he recommends that a more com- 
plete memoir of " the Elzevirs of Scotland " should be prepared for one 
of Pinkerton's biographical works, then publishing. In this letter it is 
also mentioned that Professors Anderson and Wilson would supply the 
necessary materials. The Earl seems at length to have taken the task 
into his own hands, and to have extended his researches to the literary 
and typographical history of Glasgow generally. In this work, the 
proposed title of which was " Anecdotes of Printing and Academical 
Literature at Glasgow," his Lordship was assisted by the late Dr Robert 
Anderson, but unfortunately it was never completed, — ^a circumstance 
the more to be regretted, as a large proportion of the Foulis papers 
have since perished by fire. The results of their investigations are now 
in the possession of Miss Anderson, of Edinburgh, by whom they were 
politely commimicated to the editor through the medium of Dr Irving 
of the Advocates' Library. 

About the year 1811 Lord Buchan wrote to Profiessor Richardson 
of Glasgow, requesting his reminiscences of the Foulises. The letter 
written in reply (quoted under the name of " Richardson's Letter ") 
contains much original and interesting information. For access to this 
docmnent the editor has to acknowledge his obligations to W. R. Gibb, 
Esquire, into whose possession a copy, with Mr Richardson's interlined 
corrections, came by descent. 

The Catalogue of Books has been drawn up principally from the 
works themselves, and with the assistance of Mr D. Macvean, who 
furnished a very large mass of materials for it, many of which, and 
especially the smaller pamphlets, might have been searched for in vain^ 
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Unfortunately no document remains from which the completeness of 
the Catalogue can be proved, but it is probable that from the variety 
of the sources from which it has been compiled few articles of im- 
portance have been omitted. Those for which dates have not been 
found are added in a separate List, with a few which were ascertained 
after the first part of the Catalogue was printed. The sizes and 
original " trade prices *' of the books in sheets are also affixed from a 
Catalogue of the Stock of Messieurs Foulis, for which the editor is 
indebted to the kindness of David Laing, Esquire, Secretary to the 
Bannatyne dub. To Mr Laing he has also to acknowledge his obli- 
gations for the Catalogue of Paintings, — ^which is the only remaining 
record of the works produced at the Glasgow Academy, — and for many 
other favours. 

The editor has also offer his thanks to the Very Reverend Principal 
Macfarlan and to William Meikleham, Esquire, for the readiness with 
which access to the University and College Records has been afforded 
him, — ^to Dr Irving, for several interesting papers relative to Dr James 
Moor and to the Literary Society, printed among the Original Papers, — 
and to the Reverend Dr Fleming, Professor of Oriental Languages in 
this University, whose relation, Mr John Fleming, was the corrector of 
the Foulis press, and who has left some curious notices in his Diary, 
which unfortunately came too late to be embodied in the early part of 
the work. 

As an illustration, an engraving from a medallion of Robert Foulis, 
by Tassie, has been prefixed. It is considered by one of his very few 
surviving friends an excellent likeness. 

Li conclusion, it may be necessary to state that the first part of the 
Notices of the History of Printing, extending from 1638 to about 1740, 
does not contain by any means a complete enumeration of the Glasgow 
printers. This has been recently given by Mr Macvean in his edition 
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of M'Ure's History of Glasgow, and the repetition of it was therefore 
unnecessary. The editor's only object was, to introduce as much of it 
into this voliune as would convey a correct idea of the state of the art, 
when Mr Foulis began to practice it.

REGARDING THE 



HISTORY OF PRINTING 



GLASGOW. 



The Art of Printing was introduced into Glasgow by George Anderson 
in 1638,* — the same year in which the memorable General Assembly 
met there, and one of the first works printed by him was " The Protef- 
tation of the Generall Affemblie of the Church, and of the noblemen, 
barons, gentlemen, borrowes, minifters, and commons ; fubfcribers of 
the Covenant, lately renewed, made in the high Kirk, and at the mer- 
cate Croffe of Glasgow ; the 28, and 29, of November 1638."t Ander- 
son appears to have come to Glasgow in consequence of an invitation 
from the magistrates, — ^they agreeing that, besides an annual salary, he 
should receive a compensation for the expense of removing from Edin- 
burgh. The following is the first notice of him on the records of the 
town council : — " 4th January 1640. Xhe faid day ordaines the the- 
faurer to pay to George Anderfon, printer, ane hundreth pundis, in 
fatiffaftion to him of the fuperplus he deburfit in tranfporting of his

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gear to this brughe, by the ten dolloris he gave him of befoir to 
that effeft : and ak in fatiUfaftion to him of his haill bygane feallis 
fra Witfonday in anno 1638 to Martimes laft."* Anderson was suc- 
ceeded by his son Andrew, who appears to have printed in Edin- 
burgh in 1654-1655. He commenced printing in Glasgow some time 
afterwards, and continued there till about 1661, when he returned 
to Edinburgh.! Having obtained the appointments of printer to that 
city and college, J he in 1670 began printing an edition of the New 
Testament in black letter, but it was so disgracefully inaccurate that the 
Privy Council, on the 9th of February, 1671, ordained him "to re- 
ceive from the ftationers all the copies remaining unfold," and pro- 
hibited him under a penalty of £100 sterling from reissuing it, until it 
should be revised and a new Title Page prefixed to it. Notwithstand- 
ing this transaction, which one would suppose would have ruined his 
character as a printer, Anderson was, within three months from that 
date, appointed his Majesty's sole printer for Scotland. || 

Anderson was succeeded in Glasgow by Robert Sanders, who styled 
himself Printer to the City, and who was for many years the only 
printer in the west of Scotland. But his unworthy predecessor, the 
royal typographer, being determined to enjoy his monopoly to its fullest 
extent, proceeded to Glasgow, and by threats or fair promises prevailed 
upon Sanders' workmen to desert him " in the midft of ane impreflion 
[of the New Testament] to his heavie loffe and prejudice." This op-

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pressive action brought the matter before the Privy Council, • which 
decided, in December, 1671, that Sanders should be allowed to finish 
his book, and that every printer in Scotland had an equal right vrith his 
Majesty's to print the New Testament and Psalm Book in the letter 
commonly called English Koman. In 1680 the heir of Anderson com- 
plained to the Coimcil that Sanders had vended Bibles printed in, and 
imported from, Holland, and that he had reprinted several works on 
divinity contrary to privilege. This charge having been proven against 
him by his own confession, he was ordained to deliver up the books so 
priated to the pursuer, but no other penalty was inflicted. He ulti- 
mately purchased a share of the royal patent, and having brought work- 
men and materials from Holland, printed several works in a creditable 
style.* 

Sanders died, according to Watson, about 1696, leaving his printing 
establishment to his son, Kobert Sanders, better known by the designa- 
tion " of Auldhouse," — a property purchased from a younger branch of 
the family of Maxwell of PoUoc.t A few of the works first printed by 
him were tolerably executed, but his later productions are extremely 
paltry and inaccurate. Printing was now, and for some years after- 
wards, in the lowest state in Scotland. The exorbitancy of the royal 
grant to Anderson had produced the worst effects. No person appears 
to have been employed for the sole purpose of correcting the press, and 
the low wages given to pressmen, with the badness of the machines 
themselves, also tended to retard improvement.J To these may be 
added the following : — " There are two things hinder us in Scotland 
from printing, — ^pride and poverty. Pride, — in that we will print no-

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thing that is common, whereas abroad the plaineft and moft common 
things are printed and reprinted every year, but we will not appear 
unlefs we have fomewhat new and furprifing to the world : And 
poverty, — ^we want money to print, and the people want it to buy 
books, and there is no fale for them when printed." * 

The University, in the meantime, was not wanting in efforts to im- 
prove the printing of Glasgow.t Mr George Ridpath thus writes to 
Principal Stirling in 1710: — "Mr Murthland wrote fome time ago 
about a printer from hence. I fpoke to one, but they want to know the 
particulars of their encouragem*. 'Tis a bad time now for y" preffe is 
full of whats little worth, however, let me know your mind and I will 
do what I can." J 

Probably this attempt was not successful, but the matter does not 
seem to have been overlooked. A paper, entitled " Propofals for ereft- 
ing a bookfeUer's Ihop and a printing prefs within the Univerfity of 
Glafgow,"|| appears to have been presented to the Faculty in 1713, in 
which it is mentioned that they were " obliged to go to Ed""- in order to 
gett one fheet right printed." During the same year Thomas Harvie

a student of divinity, engaged to furnish " with all convenient difpatch, 
on or moe printing preffes, and at fartheft four years from the date 
hereof, to fumifli funts and other materials for printing Greek, Latin, 
& Hebrew ; at leaft fo many of the laft Kind of Charafters, as are 
needfiill to print a Granamar," — ^under condition that he should be im- 
mediately declared University Printer and Bookseller for forty years, 
with " all the priviledges & Immunities which the Univerfity hath, or 
fliall have hereafter to beflow on their Printer & Bookfeller." Although 
these terms were probably not ultimately accepted, they seem at least 
to have been under frequent consideration, and the sketch of a contract 
with Harvie is preserved among the University papers. Two years 
afterwards, " Donald Go vane, younger, merchant in Glafgow and 
printer,** was appointed to the same office for seven years.* His name 
appears at very few books. 

In 1718 the art of type making was introduced by "James Dimcan 
letter founder in Glafgow." The types used by him are evidently of 
his own making, — ^rudely cut and badly proportioned. He deserves 
credit, however, for the attempt, — and his letters are little inferior to 
those used by the other Scottish printers of that period. He continued 
to print for many years,t and is well known as the typographer of 
M'Ure's History. In this book, which is riot a creditable specimen of 
his work, he is styled '^ Printer to the City." 

The precise date at which Robert Urie commenced printing is not 
known. Robert Urie and company were printers in the Gallowgate in 
1740, and during the following year executed several works for Robert

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Foulis.* They also printed the Glasgow Journal, which had been 
begun by Andrew Stalker in July, 1741. 

The first newspaper published in Glasgow, appeared on the 14th of 
November, 1715, and was entitled "The Glafgow Courant. Contain- 
ing the Occurrences both at Home and Abroad : Glafgow, Printed for 
R T. and are to be fold at the Printing Houfe in the CoUedge, and 
at the Poll Office."t It soon, however, changed its name, as the fourth 
number was published under the title of the " The Weft Country Intel- 
ligence." The following is a copy of the prospectus : — 

" This Paper is to be Printed three Times every Week for the Ufe of 
the Coimtrey round, any Gentleman or Minifter or any other, who wants 
them, may have them at the Univerfities Printing Houfe, or at the Poft 
Office ; its hoped this Paper will give fatiffaftion to the Readers, and 
that they will encourage it by fending Subfcriptions for one Year, half 
Year, or Quarterly, to the above direfted Places, where they Ihall be 
ferved at a moft eafie Rate.J 

" Advertifements are to be taken in at either the Printing Houfe in 
the College, or Poft Office. 

" The Gentlemen in the towns of Aberdeen, St. Andrews, Invemefs, 
Brechin, Dundee', St. Johhft^un, Stirling, Dumbarton, Inverary, Dum- 
fries, Lanerk, Hamiltoun, Irwin, Air, Kilmarnock and Stranraer are 
defired to fend by Poft any News they have, and efpecially Sea-Port 
Towns to advife what Ships come in or fail ofi* from thofe Parts."

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It is not known how long this paper was continued. The set of it 
in the College Library extends to the 1st of May, 1716, — ^being in all 
67 numbers. It was printed on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, 
in a small quarto form (eaqh paper containing . twelve pages), and was 
made up of extracts from foreign journals, from the London news- 
papers, private letters, and occasional poetry,^ with very little local 
intelligence. 

The Glasgow Journal was begun under the editorship of Andrew 
Stalker, a bookseller, in July, 1741. With what degree of talent it was 
copducted for the first few •years, it would be difficult to ascertain, — no 
copy of it during that period being known to remain. Fortunately the 
numbers from 1745 to 1749 have been recovered, — ^a period, one would 
suppose, sufficiently interesting. The editor, however, appears to have 
consulted his own personal security too much to permit him to give a 
firm and candid detail of the events which were then taking place. He 
has olnitted several of the most important facts in the history of the 
Rebellion ; and at length, when the danger approached his own door, 
was constrained to give vent to his terror in a letter which he inserted

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in the Journal. He had offended his readers by his omissions, and de- 
termined to retire for a time from his public duties. The following is 
his advertisement : — 

"Oa. 14. [1745.] To the encouragers of the Glafgow Journal. 
Gentlemen, — I have carried on this paper fince the beginning, and, 
have, to the utmoft of my power, endeavoured to give an impartial 
account of fads as they happened; but finding that, confidering the 
fituation of affairs, / cannot mth safety publish so as to please the gene- 
rality of my readers, I have, therefore, given over being concerned in 
the writing or publifhing this paper till fuch time as the peace of this 
country be reftored, and have committed the care of it to an imexcep- 
tionable hand ; and as you have favored me with your countenance and 
encouragement, I hope you'll continue to do fo to him ; and am thank- 
fully and refpeafiilly, Gentlemen, your mod humble Servant, 

Andrew Stalker." 

It would seem that this advertisement had been misimderstood, and 
to set the public right, Stalker published another letter in the next 
paper : — 

" Oct. 21. To the encouragers of the Glafgow Journal. 

" A wrong fenfe being put upon my laft advertifement, as if I intended 
entirely to drop this Paper, I hereby inform my Readers, that I continue 
to have the fame Share in it as formerly, tho' for fome time I am not to 
write it, nor colled the News from other Papers, Mr. Urie having im- 
dertaken that Part, who I'm convinced will give Satiffadion ; and I 
hope that fuch as have hitherto been my Friends and Encouragers will 
continue to be fo. 

Andrew Stalker." 
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Whether he resumed his editorship in quieter times, we are not in- 
formed : his name still continues as the publisher of the paper although 
immediately after the last letter appeared, Urie's name as printer was 
suppressed. 

Yet whatever may have been the defects in the editorial department 
of this paper, it was printed in a style creditable in the highest degree 
to the town, and infinitely better than the newspapers published forty 
years afterwards.* 

Urie continued to print very extensively in Glasgow till his death, 
which was occasioned by a paralytic attack on the 9th of February, 
1771 ; t and although he was guilty of several piracies, — a practice in 
which he was probably encouraged by a decision of the Court of Session 
in favour of his friend Stalker in ]f748,J — ^yet he is undoubtedly entitled 
to the credit of restoring the respectability of the Glasgow press. 
Among the finest specimens of his work are his editions of the Greek 
New Testament and of the Spectator. 

Robert Foulis, to whom we have already alluded, was the eldest son 
of Andrew Faulls,|| maltman in Glasgow, and of Marion Paterson. He 
was born in or near Glasgow on the 20th of April, 1707, and his

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brother Andrew about five years afterwards.* During their earlier 
years, they were educated under the care of their mother, who appears 
to have been a woman of plain good sense, and to have possessed a 
degree of knowledge considerably beyond her rank. She instilled into 
their youthful minds principles, which remained with them ever after- 
wards, and led them uniformly to speak of her with the greatest respect. 

Robert was sent, probably at an early period, as an apprentice to a 
barber ; — like his countryman, Allan Ramsay, he even seems to have 
practised the art for some time on his own account. It was while in 
this humble situation that the celebrated Dr. Francis Hutoheson, at that 
time professor of Moral Philosophy in the University, discovered in him 
that talent which was afterwards cultivated with so much success ; he 
inflamed his desire for knowledge, — suggested to him the idea of becom- 
ing a bookseller and printer, — and although Foulis did not receive a 
complete University education as a preparatory step to this employment, 
he continued to attend for several years the lectures of his generous 
patron. Andrew, who seems to have been originally intended for the 
church, received a more regular education, and for some years taught 
the Greek, Latin, and French languages, and all the departments of 
philosophy then studied at the University. So ardently did the brothers 
pursue their private studies, that their lamp was seldom extinguished 
before midnight.t 

The state of the University, in the earlier part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, was sufficiently deplorable. When episcopacy was restored by 
Charles II., it had been deprived of a considerable part of its revenues, —

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those derived from the rentals of church lands. The greater number of 
the professors had also embarked in the unfortunate Darien expedition ;* 
and the turbulence of the students, with the disturbed state of the coun- 
try, added to their grievances. About the period at which the Foulises 
were students, it began to recover from the effects of these " Troubles." 
The professorships of humanity and ecclesiastical history were revived, 
and those of oriental languages, civil law, medicine, and botany were 
founded. t A visitation took place in 1727, and the commissioners 
drew up a statute and act regulating the University, the most, important 
part of which seems to have been that the professors of philosophy who 
had hitherto carried their students through the three courses of logic, 
ethics, and natural philosophy, should in future confine themselves to 
one of these subjects.J The time was now come when it should no 
longer be considered beneath the dignity of a learned University to per- 
mit English to be spoken within its walls. Dr Hutcheson had intro- 
duced the practice of lecturing in English, and by this means not only 
obscurity of language was avoided, but the ancient and tiresome method 
of dictating rendered unnecessary. His colleagues slowly followed his 
example. 

Of the occupation of the Foulises for several succeeding years, little 
or nothing is known. ^ In 1738 they went to England, visiting in their 
route the University of Oxford, — ^from thence they repaired to the con- 
tinent, and after an absence of some months returned to Glasgow in 
November of the same year. They again went abroad in 1739, and 
resided several months in France. In these tours they had oppor-

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timities of meeting with persons of considerable literary and scientific 
attainments; through the chevalier Ramsay, they had access to the 
best public libraries, — and by these means they acquired an extent of 
information which their private studies could never have given them. 
During the same periods they applied themselves to the study of the 
more rare and valuable editions of the Greek and Roman classics ; and 
as these were then much wanted in Britain,* they collected a consider- 
able munber, and on their return sold them in London at such prices as 
amply rewarded their industry. Having thus acquired a pretty accurate 
knowledge of books, Robert began business at Glasgow as a bookseller 
in 1741, and in the following year the first productions of his press 
appeared. While abroad, he had compared the letters used by the dif- 
ferent printers, and having at length fixed upon those of Robert Ste- 
phens t as the most elegant, he employed Messrs Wilson & Baine to 
execute fonts upon these • models. He had also attended a printing 
house in Glasgow for a short time, and had thus acquired a knowledge 
of the minuter parts of the art. 

From this sketch of the history of printing in Glasgow, it will be 
evident that Robert Foulis began his career as a printer imder very 
advantageous circumstances. He was assisted in the correction of his 
press by George Ross, then professor of hiunanity in the University, 
" an elegant Latin scholar, and a modest and most amiable man," — and 
by James Moor,J at that time a tutor about the college, and afterwards

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professor of GreeL Dr Alexander Wilson, too, had just then improved 
the method of casting types, and established a manufactory at the vil- 
lage of Camlachie, in the immediate neighbourhood of Glasgow. With 
this excellent man the two Foulises ever afterwards continued on terms 
of intimate friendship.* 

To these advantages must be added the appointment of the elder 
brother as printer to the University shortly afterwards. The following 
is an extract from the Kecords : — 

31ft. March, 1743. Robert Foulis having this day given in a petition 
to the Univerfity meeting reprefenting that he had provided himfelf with 
fine Types both Greek and Latin, and defiring he may be made Univer- 
fity Printer, The meeting having feen fpecimens of his printing and 
found it such as he deferves very well to be encouraged, Did chufe the 
faid Robert Foulis into the office of Univerfity Printer, and grant to him 
all the Privileges belonging thereto upon this condition viz : that he ftiall 
not ufe the defignation of Univerfity printer without allowance from the 
Univerfity meeting in any Books excepting thofe of antient Authors. *

The University did not require, as in former times, that a copy of 
each book printed at their press should be given gratis to the library. 
From the Records it appears, that Foulis presented a ^catalogue of the 
works he had for sale, and that a committee was then appointed to 
examine and report " what books in that catalogue they thought ftiould 
be purchased for the public library."

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The first books printed by Robert Foulis were principally on religious 
subjects. In 1742, he published a pamphlet relative to the State of 
Religion in New England, and Whitefield's plan for establishing an 
Orphan House in Georgia. This subject, which occupied at that time 
much of the public attention, led him into a controversy with White- 
field, the result of which, however, has not been ascertained.* Next

"J According 
to Dibdin, its claims to " immaculateness " rest upon no foundation, 
there being at least six typographical errors. || Three editions of the 
same author were printed at subsequent periods, none of which are of 
any comparative value. By the year 1746, Foulis had printed eighteen

diflPerent classics, besides Dr Hutcheson's class-books, in English and 
Latin ; and Homer, with the Philippics of Demosthenes were advertised 
as in the press. The Homer appeared in the following year, both in 
a quarto and an octavo form : the first of these is a very beautiful book, 
and more correct than the other, which was printed after Dr Clark's 
edition."^ 

It was probably about this period — for the exact date cannot be ascer- 
tained — that the first society for the discussion of literary and philoso- 
phical subjects was instituted, in Glasgow.t Of this society Robert 
Foulis was an original member. It met every Friday evening at half- 
past five o'clock, from the first Friday of November to the second Friday 
of May ; and if, during that period, any member was absent for four 
successive nights, without a valid excuse in writing, his name was struck 
off the list. Each member, in the order of seniority, read an essay on 
subjects connected with science, literature, or the arts. After this, the 
president requested the members to state their sentiments, and the orator 
was then at Hberty to reply. In the discussions which followed, the 
order of seniority was not observed. When each member had read an 
essay, they in the same order brought forward a question, which they 
were bound to explain and illustrate, upon which discussions of the same 
nature as those already mentioned followed.

At the meetings of this society, Dr Hutcheson is believed to have 
explained and illustrated the works of Arrian, Antoninus, and the other 
Greek philosophers. Adam Smith read those essays on Taste, Compo- 
sition, and the History of Philosophy, which he had previously delivered 
while a lecturer on rhetoric in Edinburgh. Several of those read by Dr 
Reid were afterwards published.* Professor Arthur descanted on the 
Principles of Criticism, and tjie Pleasures of Imagination ; and a few of 
these papers were published after his death in his " Discourses on Theo- 
logical and Literary Subjects. "t Dr Black communicated his discoveries 
in chemistry, — particularly on the subject of latent heat. And Dr Moor 
illustrated Grecian literature, and the influence of the Fine Arts upon 
Society.| 

The discourses read before the society by the elder Foulis were gene- 
rally on the Fine Arts, although sometimes on Philosophical or even 
Theological subjects ; and it is mentioned by Professor Richardson, that * 
in an essay on Crimes and Pimishments, he seems to have anticipated 
the sentiments of the celebrated Becarria on these subjects.|| 

When he delivered his opinions in the Literary Society, his manner was 
more reserved than upon other occasions. Never forgetting the humble 
station from which he had risen, he had nevertheless a consciousness of

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moving precisely in his proper sphere, and of having deserved that dis- 
tinction which he had attained.* 

The success which had attended the efforts of the Foulises as printers, 
induced the elder brother to extend the sphere of his usefxilness. The 
following extracts, from what appears to have been the first draft of a 
letter, contain a rapid sketch of his plans for fourteen years previous to 
the institution of the Academy. No apology will, therefore, be neces- 
sary for the style in which it is written. " In the years 1738 & 1739," 
says he, " having gone abroad, and refided for feveral months at each 
time at Paris, we had frequent opportunities of converfing with gentle- 
men of every liberal profeflion, and to obferve the connexion and 
mutual influence of the Arts & Sciences upon one another & upon 
Society. We had opportunities of obferving the influence of invention 
in Drawing & Modelling on many manufaftures. And 'tis obvious that 
whatever nation has the lead in falhion muft previoufly have invention 
in drawing diffuf d, otherwife they can never rife above copying their 
neighbours. Tho' we were convinced of this early, and wifh'd to fee the 
manufadures of our pwn coimtry enjojring the like advantages, yet the 
attempt requiring more money than we were matters of, we contented 
ourfelves with importing old editions of Greek and Latin Authors, 
which were very much wanted at that time in Scotland. — In the year 
1743, I went to France alone partly to try the fortune of our firft 
effays in Greek and Latin Printing, partly to bring home fome Manu- 
fcripts, partly to colleftt more ancient authors, and to have brought a 
fingle Graver, if a good one could have been had on reafonable terms. 
The RebeUion coming on foon after, prevented all fcheming for a time : 
Soon after it we found ourfelves engaged in the printing of Cicero & 
fome other expeniive works, which occupied all our time, money &

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credit. In the year 1751, 1 went abroad for the 4th time in company 
with a younger brother, and fpent near two years ; the firft months 
were fpent in Holland in exchanging Books of our own Printing 
whether Greek, Latin or Englifh, and in enquiring after afiiftances for 
adorning an Edition of Plato. Before this journey was undertaken, the 
fcheme of an Academy had been pretty well digefted, and often the 
fubjeft of debate in private converfation."* 

Robert Foulis, having previously sent home his brother with a 
painter, an engraver, and a copper-plate printer, whom he had engaged 
in his service, returned to Scotland in 1753, and soon after instituted 
his Academy for painting, engraving, moulding, modelling, and drawing. 
The University allowed him the use of what is now the Faculty Hall as 
an exhibition room for his pictures, and of several other rooms for his 
students ; and three Glasgow merchants, with a liberality which reflected 
the highest credit upon themselves, afterwards became partners in the 
undertaking. These were Mr Campbell of Clathic, Mr Glasford of 
Dougalston, and Mr Archibald Ingram, — ^the last a man certainly of 
no literary pretensions, nor even liberally educated, but possessed of 
intelligence and public spirit. The students, according to the proposed 
plan, after having given proofe of genius at home, were to be sent abroad 
at the expense of the Academy. 

The whole scheme seems generally to have been considered as ro- 
mantic, and we have Foulis's own testimony, that " there feemed to be 
a pretty general emulation who fhould run it moft down." This oppo- 
sition, however, only increased his determination, and the Academy was 
continued long after he might have known that it would ultimately ruin 
him, if persevered iil.t

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Foulis often displayed a degree of firmnqps bordering, as in the pre- 
sent instance, on obstinacy. It will readily be believed that many of 
his friends attempted to dissuade him from his unpromising design, — 
among these was the Right Honourable Charles Townshend. In a con- 
versation with the two brothers, that celebrated statesman (who enter- 
tained a great regard for them) took occasion to point out, in his usual 
forcible manner, the disadvantages under which they must labour, in 
establishing their Academy, and its almost certain ultimate feilure. He 
addressed them with an eloquence so impressive, and exhibited such 
views of loss and disappointment, as converted Andrew to his opinion, 
and affected him even to the shedding of tears. On turning, however, 
to Robert, from whom he expected acquiescence, if no farther manifesta- 
tion of his feelings, he found his resolution unabated.* 

Nor was this the only dissuasive he received. His friend Mr. Har- 
vock, secretary to the Earl of Northumberland, writes to him on the 
20th of December, 1753, in the same strain : — 

** My Lady [Northumberland] will be glad to fee your Prints when 
finilhed; but I cannot help thinking that my Lord is of my opinion, 
that a correft and well-printed Book would be more agreeable to us 
from your Prefs than any thing elfe. Thefe will ornament, and with 
great luftre too, as well as real profit, the Libraries of Popes and Princes, 
while your Prints lye mouldering in a Dufty Comer. Correft Printing, 
in an elegant form, is, I own, both laborious and expenfive, but then it 
has an intrinfic merit which ftamps a value upon it and the Printer to 
ftiture ages ; and the Book muft be efteemed as long as Reading is in 
fafhion. Elzevir was once in high efteem, and even fo late as my time. 
For what ? for the beauty of his tj^es, — ^but now our young men find

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him fo very incorreft that they ufe him chiefly both at Schools and 
Colleges in certain remote places where people may read a Page before 
they apply the leaf properly. I fliall be very glad to fee your Tacitus 
&c. when they come abroad. The Printing of the Dublin Edition is 
not quite to my mind. Ld. and Lady Northumberland will return from 
Bath in ten days, and then your Parcell will be opened. I really believe 
from what I have feen and heard, that not only the D. of Argyle, but 
all men of Senfe, wifti you more fuccefs in Printing than in Painting and 
Sculpture. We are overrun with Prints of all kinds ; but good Print- 
ing will be deem'd a novelty fince the days of R Stephens, who minded 
only one thing; and pray confider, he lay imder more difadvantages 
than you do now. Print for pofterity and profper." 

The following letter, containing an outline of the operations of the 
Glasgow press, was probably written in answer to that of Harvock soon 
after Foulis's return from the continent, — apparently about the beginning 
of 1754. 

" I received and read juft now your very obliging and kind letter. 
Among the firft things I did after coming home was, to caufe gather 
out and few them that I might be fure they were complete. My inten- 
tion was, to have fent them off immediately but my Brother Andrew 
perfuaded me to delay until a new Edition of Mr. Hutchefon's Elements 
of Moral PhUofophy was finifhed, and an Edition of Rofcommon's 
Poems, the laft of which is finilhed this day and the Books go off with 
the Carrier to be Shipt, dire6led for my Lady Northumberland, at 
Northumberland Houfe, London : as to the reft of my apology, it was 
vanity made me hearken to the voice of my Brother. I was fenfible 
that all we have printed in Englifh is too inconfiderable for the quantity, 
being chiefly a few fmall Books in which we have aimed rather at neat- 
nefs than fplfendor ; and thefe not all books of entertainment. Such as 
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they are, I have put them together, leaving you to rejeft what you 
think improper. However, I hope we fhall with time print a variety in 
Englifli more fuitable to the favourable idea that her Ladyfhip is pleafed 
to entertain of us. I own, I ought to have wrote to you in good man- 
ners, and I might have wrote a dozen letters with lefs trouble than I 
felt for neglefting that. Since I came down, I have been very bufy 
going thro' a multiplicity of things that waited my arrival and I have 
been fo negligent as to writing that I have fcarce wrote to any friend 
in London fince I left it. The Prefs is juft now employed in printing 
Mr. Hutchefon's Large Syftem of Moral Philofophy, for which my 
Lord Northmnberland is already a Subfcriber. I look upon this as a 
capital work for promoting the caufe of virtue, accompanied with juft 
notions of government and Liberty. Tacitus is above three-fourths 
advanced, from the quarto Gronovius Edition, in the fame form, letter 
&. paper with Cicero. The Aminta in Italian is juft finifhed, in the 
fame letter with our Lucretius. Plutarch's treatife on hearing the 
Greek Poets & Euripides' Oreftes are likewife now come from the 
Prefs. We are also printing Shakefpear according to Mr. Pope's Second 
Edition. The firft volume was printed before I came down, and as the 
Plays are all printed fo as to fell feparately, we are going on with the 
reft not in order, but firft with thofe which are moft efteemed. I have 
not yet begun to print Plato, not only becaufe I would have all prior 
obligations difcharged, but becaufe I would have as few things to repent 
in the execution as poffible. I would have all helps amaffed, and at 
leaft one Volume entirely ready for the Prefs before it be begun. I 
would be thoroughly fatiffied with regard to the elegance of the Greek 
character which I ufe. I would have fome refearches for finding a 
better Ink than ordinary, fiilly made out in the meantime. I was in- 
formed laft pofb that there is a large packet of collations from Plato 
from the Vatican. Mr. Moor, who thinks to have the firft Volume 
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ready for the Prefs in three months, is greatly pleased with y* able Tra- 
guier's Commentary, which perhaps we will print entire. Our Lncretius 
is out of print or near by, fo that I (hall remember Comino's Gloffary 
on reprinting it. I will likewife take the firft opportunity of procuring 
Copies of his Plautus and Tully de Officiis, the one of which I have 
never printed, and the other I propofe to reprint foon. As the world 
had once too high an admiration of Ariftotle without underftanding or 
perhaps making the proper ufe of him, they have been for fome time fo 
much in the other extreme that few learned men have any general 
acquaintance with his works, fo as to know what they really' contain. 
A few writers, like Mr Harris, might perhaps raife fuch a curiolity aa 
might make him a little more d Id mode. The prefent edition of Tacitus, 
which was half printed before I came here, is [in] a form that will not 
anfwer well with Notes, but if we fhould print it fome other time in a 
larger form and charader."* • 

The edition of Plato, mentioned in this letter, had been projected as 
early as 1746, and it appears that proposals and a specimen of the work 
were printed about 1749, — soon after the large edition of Cicero's 
works was completed. In July, 1751, it has been already mentioned, 
Foulis went abroad,— carrying with him letters of recommendation from 
his brother-in-law, Dr Moor, to the Abb^ SaUer and the learned M. 
Capperonier; both of the Royal Library of Paris. He first spent some 
time in Holland, in the expectation of receiving assistance from Hem- 
sterhuse and Alberti, and before returning to his native country had 
seen the best Manuscripts, and had given orders for collations from 
those in the Vatican and National Libraries. After his return, it 
would seem that the project was still imder consideration, and that

design was not abandoned till 1759, by which time Foulis, in his en- 
thusiastic love of the Arts, had extended his Academy &x beyond the 
limits of prudence. 

According to the plan proposed by Foulis, the Plays of Shakespeare 
were printed for several successive years in a separate form. " King 
Lear" was published in 1753,— "Kichard III." in 1758,—" Coriolanus " 
in 1760 ; but it was not till six years after that they appeared complete. 
The small paper was in eight, and " a few copies printed on the fineft 
foolfcap in Sixteen Volumes 8vo." 

The following letter from Sir John Dahymple, though evidently 
written in the style of a patron, contains some curious information, and 
is dictated by the warmest attentions to Foulis' interests. Lord Buchan 
marks it as " charafteriftic." 

Sm, — I have changed my mind about the Dedication to Mr. Hamil- 
ton's Poems. I would have it ftand " the friend of William Hamilton," 
but I affent to your opinion to have fomething more to exprefs Mr. 
Crawfurd's Charafter. I know none fo able to do tins as my friend 
Mr. Smith ; I beg it therefore eameftly that he will write the Lifcrip- 
tion and with all the elegance & all the feelingnefs which he, above the 
reft of mankind, is able to exprefe. This is a thing that touches me 
very nearly, and therefore I beg a particular anfwer as to what he fays 
to it. The many happy and the many flattering hours which he has 
fpent with Mr. Hamilton & Mr. Crawfurd makes me think that he will 
account his ufual indolence a crime upon this occafion. I beg you will

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make my excufe for not wfyting him this night about this. I confider 
wryting to you upon this head to be wryting to him. 

Your things are come to Town, I am cotnpletely k perfedly pleafed 
with your Bufts. The Carrier let the large Antoninus fall jullt at Yair's 
Shop Door, by which means the head was knocked otf from the (boul- 
ders ; you will give Dire6lions how to mend this, and in the mean time 
pleafe to make the Carrier pay the expence, becaufe without making an 
example thefe fellows will breakyourthings every time they bring them in. 
I am much furprized you did not fend in the moft beautiful of all your 
things, the Faustina & young Antininos.* I was much difappointed in 
the picture in the ApoUo teaching the young man to play on the Harp. 
It is by no means executed with Cochran's ufuall accuracy : the wrift 
of the young man is too fmall, his knee too large, his features juft bor- 
dering on the Grotefque, and the carnation of both the colour of the 
Earth. Your lads ought to copy the Piftures that they fee exaftly, in 
the Dimenfions that they fee them, inftead of trufting to themfelves to 
make a little thing of a large one, or a large thing of a little one. The 
Holy Family of Widows Scholar t is beloved, and Cochran's Saint ad- 
mired, but the things that will take moft, by which I mean that will fell 
beft, are Lawndfcapes. The moft ignorant can judge of the impropriety 
of a human figure or a human paJEon, but it muft be only one accuf- 
tomed to look at the beautys of Nature, who can judge of a falfe ftep in 
a Lawiidfcape. A Lawndfcape, too, hits the prefent tafl:e of ornament- 
ing a room, by which I mean, making it more ugly than it naturally is ; 
for which reafon I beg that you would employ your Boys in doing the 
beft of your Lawndfcapes becaufe I can make you certain that thefe

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are the things that will fell beft. In the Hiftory-Piftures that you fend 
in, I beg you will take the advice of Mr Smith and Dr Black. Your 
prefent fcheme fliould be, to execute, not what you may think the beft, 
but what will fell the beft : In the firft, you may be a better judge, fince 
you are the Mafter of a great Academa, but in the laft I think their 
advice wiU be of ufe to you. Your Angel delivering St Paul is too 
large a Pifture. Small things executed with care, will, I imagine, bring 
you moft in vogue : Such are The Holy Family, The Reading Saint, 
and The Three Angels Playing. 

The Subfcription Paper, which I charged myfelf with, is now at 
Ninety Guineas. There are three more out, in the hands of Mr. Adam 
FerguflTon, Dr CuUen and James Adams. I have not yet got them in, 
but expeft Twenty Guineas amongft the three. In the prefent view I 
have of the thing, I think I can carry my own Paper Twenty Guineas 
further, befides which I have a chance of Twenty Guin^ more, for 
having by accident apportered * of a very worthlefs Anceflx)r of a very 
good Lady who has folicited me for it. I have confented to make her a 
prefent of it, provided flie will bring Twenty Guineas of Subfcriptions 
to the common caufe, fo that by the end of the winter, I think I may 
infure you of a Hundred & fifty Guineas, after which it is the fault of 
your Town and of your own Country, if they cannot fiU up the remain- 
ing Fifty Guineas fo as to make the fubfcription Two hundred Guineas. 
I wifh you would get application made to Shawfield, for I have no com- 
munication with him. You need make no general appUcation through 
your Town for ten days till I have got the Subfcriptions together, and 
then I fhall write a Circular Letter to many of your people with copies 
of the propofals & of the Subfcription. 

If all this (hould fucceed to our wiflies, I fuppofe, my dear Robert,

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you will think that the whole country of Scotland nfes in your caufe, 
but let me tell you, and let it make fome imprefllon upon you, that 
you are greatly miftaken. With all the fine names that you fee at this 
Paper, I affure you that the motives of the Subfcribers need by no 
means encourage you. Some give their money, becaufe they are vain 
to do it ; others becaufe they are afhamed not to do it : Many repented 
the moment they had done it. Some fubfcribe out of regard to me, 
and others merely becaufe they were teafed ; and of all this fubfcription 
which you fay, flatters you fo much, there are not five men who would 
give Tea Pounds to fave you from the Gallows or the Academa from the 
flames ; for which reafon I do earnestly befeech you to retrench your 
Scheme and expence, inftead of extending it upon the hopes of the good 
will of your countrymen ; for take my word for it again, very few of 
them give one farthing either for the fine arts or for you, and for that 
reafon it is your duty in common fenfe to draw in your fcheme, to fell 
off all fuperflflities, and to bring it into a mercantile affair as much as 
you can. The Devil, without cloven feet and without a Tail is infinitely 
worfe than the Devil with both, and this truth you will find if you 
launch out into immoderate expence on the profpeft of fuch a benevo- 
lence and fuch a love of Beauty as reigns in your own heart, and in ex- 
ceeding few other places. 

The Paris-Plaifter work feems to me a folid fcheme, if you contrive 
your prices fo as to underfell the London mercate here, and yet to make 
money to yourfelf I once thought your cafting of Prints likewife a 
folid fcheme, becaufe they coft you little, and if you got half nothing 
for them you was ftill a gainer in cent per cent, but by some fatality or 
perhaps fome natural reafon which you may be able to account for, this 
has never come to any thing. I wilh you would difpatch your ftupid 
Boys, and keep only the choice Spirits among them fo as to leffen your 
expence. You are not to truft to this fubfcription, for in the firfl 
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place of this hundred & fifty guineas you will not draw above a hundred 
and thirty in, and befides it is a chance if one half of your Subfcribers 
do not withdraw next year ; So again & again, my good fidend, draw in 
your arms. 

It is of confequence to you to be able to fupply the mercate at Edin- 
burgh while the iron is yet hott ; for that reafon I beg you will fend in 
one copy of every good Buft that you have to be Shown in Fleming & 
Yair's Shop, and befides that, with all the expedition you can that you 
will likewife fend in two more copies of each to be kept in Boxes in 
feme Wareroom till people make their choice of the different Bufts, for 
it is in thefe chiefly that I expeft fale. I once thought it would have 
been beft for you to have allowed Commiffions to be fent to you to 
Glafgow, but I fee now that will not do, as people are impatient to have 
their things direftly, & will take if delivered immediately what he [they] 
will not take if delivered eight days after this. Likewife fend a few 
more copies of your Piftures to be fold as any Body offers : Send Cata- 
logues too of the Mailers, the Boy's name, the price, and likewife of the 
name of the Buft & the price. None of thefe things are done hitherto. 
Lord Selkirk talked to me of a projeft to get a Salary fetled upon you 
by the Government : he fpoke of this as if he had thought of it before 
hand, tho' like a man that did not care to fpeak of it unlefe he could 
fpeak of it with certainty. You will fee him at paffing & may talk to 
him. Further in the way, the Duke of Argyle fpeaks of you and with 
the fpirit of Mr Pitt's miniftry I fancy the thing may not be quite an 
Idea. Whether it is an Idea or not I am going to give you a piece of 
trouble : be fo good as make out a Catalogue of your Piftures, and as 
far as you can of your Bufts, Books of Drawings and Prints, — Secondly, 
of your Boys and how employed, — 3dly, of the people who have ftudiei 
under you with a view to the Mechanical Arts, — and laftly. Give fome 
account of the profpefts which you think you have of being of ufe either 
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to the Mechanical or the Fine Arts of your Country. Frame this into 
a Memorial and fend it to me ; I fliall have it tryed here hy some who 
wifli well to you, and as I go to London in the Spring I fliall, together 
with Mr. Wedderburn & Mr. Elliot, confider what are the moft prudent 
meafures to take for your fake, or whether to take any. Mr. Smith is 
too bufy or too indolent, but I flatter myfelf Dr. Black will be happy to 
make out this Memorial for you. 

Let me know if I have any chance of feeing you this winter. I have 
none of being at Glafgow, and therefore wifli you & Mr. Smith would 
come here, or you by yourfelf would come here in the Christmas vacance.

The work referred to in the beginning of this letter was an edition of 
Hanulton of Bangour's Poems. They had first issued fi:om the press of 
Robert and Andrew Foulis in 1749, without the name of the author, and 
avowedly without his knowledge or consent. 

** No writings of this kind," says the editors, ^' ever had a better claim 
to the indulgence of the public than the following poems, as this col- 
leftion is publiflied not only without the author's confent but without 
his knowledge, and therefore in juftice to him, the editors mufl; take 
upon themfelves any faults or imperfeftions that may be found in it. 

" One inducement to print them," they continue, " was to draw jfrom 
the author a more perfeft edition when he returns to this country, and 
if our faulty attempt fliall be the occafion of producing a work that may 
be an honour to this part of the kingdom, we fliall glory in what we 
have done. 

'* What brought us at firfl; to think of this little undertaking was the 
concern fome of the author's ftiends exprefled to us at the edition of his 
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noble poem of Contemplation lately publifhed from an incorreft manu- 
fcript : this determined us to give an edition of it lefs unworthy of the 
author and to join to it every piece of his that had been printed at dif- 
ferent times, and we prevailed likewife on a fiiend of his, tho' with fome 
difficulty, to give us a fmall number of pieces that had never before 
been printed, fome of which had been handed about in manufcript and 
might have been printed with the tranfcribers errors by others. It is 
owing to the delicacy of this friend of the author's, that this edition is 
not enriched with many original poems and fome beautiful tranflations 
from Pindar & other ancient poets, both Greek and Roman, that are in 
his pofleffion, but which he would not permit to be publifhed." 

It is not wonderful that a second edition of poems which had been 
compared to those of Dryden or Pope should now be called for. It 
accordingly appeared with the author's name, and dedicated ^^ to the 
memory of Mr. William Craufurd, Merchant in Glafgow, the friend of 
Mr. Hamilton."-** 

These poems appear for some time to have attracted very little notice, 
and were, in fact, becoming almost forgotten, when the public attention 
was called to them by a criticism in the Lounger from the pen of Pro- 
fessor Richardson. In spite, however, of all their "regular defign, juft 
fentiments, fanciful invention, pleafing fenfibility, elegant diftion, and 
fmooth verfification," they are now little read, — ^whether deservedly so, 
we shall not determine. Mr Richardson has given them their frill 
amount of praise, — ^he shows (or attempts to show) that all the qualities 
above mentioned will be found in the poem of " Contemplation," while 
" the Braes of Yarrow " is pronounced to be " one of the fineft ballads 
ever written." The opinion of Pinkerton on the same subject seems

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now to be generally considered the more correct. " It is/' says he, 
" in very bad tafte and quite unlike the ancient Scottifh manner, being 
even inferior to the pooreft of the old Ballads with this title. His 
repeated words and Unes caufing an eternal jingle, his confufed nar- 
ration and affefted pathos throw this piece among the rubbilh of 
Poetry." 

To proceed in our account of the operations of the Glasgow press. 
The Select Society of Edinburgh had in the year 1755 determined to 
give premiums for improvements in the Arts, Sciences, Manufactures, 
and Agriculture. " The Art of Printing," say the Society, ^^ in this 
country requires no encouragement ; yet, as to pafs it by unnoticed, 
were flighting the merit of thofe by whofe means alone it has attained 
that eminence, it was Refolved, That the beft printed and moft correft 
Book which fliall be produced within a limited time be diftinguiflied by 
an honorary reward."* 

They accordingly offered " a Silver Medal with a proper device and 
infcription " for the finest and most correct book " of at least ten flieets."t 
In April of the following year the reward was adjudged to Robert & 
Andrew Foulis for their folio edition of the Hymns, of Callimachus.| 
Next year they obtained the Society's medal for their third edition of 
Horace as a Latin, — and their folio edition of Homer's Hiad as a Greek 
book. The last of these works is well known as one of the finest classics 
ever produced at any press. By the preface, it appears to have been 
printed at the expense of the professors in the University. It was 
intended as a trial, and in case of succeeding it was proposed to print all

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the Greek and Ex)man classics " with the fame elegance and accuracy." 
The text was taken from Dr. Clarke's quarto edition, published in 1729, 
and was collated with that of Henry Stephen's, which they imitated in 
the forms of the letters. They do not appear, however, to have fol- 
lowed Clarke in the accentuation, and the words are all printed at fiill 
length, in both which particulars their edition has been considered pre- 
ferable.* After having been six times revised by different persons,! it 
was printed off in two folio volumes, — ^the small paper at the price of a 
guinea, and the large at a guinea and a half in sheets. 

In 1758 the medal was again obtained for Foulis's edition of the 
Odyssey. The competing parties were, not limited either to the form 
or number of sheets, the only conditions being that of the books offered 
in competition there should be at least two hundred and fifty copies 
printed for sale, and that the printers' name should be afl&xed to them.:j: 
In the following year the Glasgow edition of the minor works of Homer 
was declared the best specimen produced. || During all this period the 
only successful rivals of the Foulises were Hamilton, Balfoiu:, and NeiU, 
of Edinburgh, who in 1758 gained a prize for their edition of Terence, 
got up under the care of the late Mr Alexander Smellie, at that time 
the corrector of their press.§ 

It was about this period (1757 or 1758) that Kobert Foulis became 
acquainted with the late William Richardson, Esquire, afterwards pro- 
fessor of humanity in the College of Glasgow. With this elegant scholar 
he had much intercourse, — ^and it is to one of the papers Richardson left

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behind him that we are principally indebted for the little knowledge we 
can now acquire of the personal history of the Foulises. 

The book shop of the printers to the University was then, and for 
many years afterwards, within the precincts of the college ; and was at 
this time a place of resort with students, who either liked to talk about, 
or look at, books.* It was here that Foulis and Richardson first met. 

It will, imdoubtedly, appear to the reader a singular feature in Foulis's 
character, that he should choose to associate even with the youngest 
students, and to become a member of their literary clubs ; but this may 
be easily accounted for. Besides the gratification he had in displaying 
his sentiments upon literary and philosophical subjects, he behoved that 
the knowledge he imparted, and the example he exhibited, might be 
useful to his juvenile auditors. Nothing could be more amusing or 
more interesting, according to Professor Richardson, than the literary 
discussions of the elder Foulis. In these, as he had a good deal of 
natural, though turbid, eloquence, he sometimes indulged at consider- 
able length. The fashion of the times did not impose upon him a 
scrupulous attention to a restrained or castigated manner ; while his 
countenance, which indicated at once intellect and sensibiUty, and his 
frame, which was not of eminent stature, were often impressed with the 
vehemence of his oratory.t 

To attempt any account of the Foulises during the following ten 
years, would in fact be only giving a dry detail of works printed at 
their press. 

Towards the end of 1767, Dr Beattie, who appears by this time to 
have got acquainted with them, informs us that at Robert Foulis' request 
he had applied for, and obtained, from Gray, the poet, permission to

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have an edition of his poems printed at Glasgow. Gray had before 
given Dodsley a similar permission ;* and as the London bookseller had 
already gone to press, it was necessary that our Scotch printers should 
use all diligence. In reference to this subject, Dr Beattie writes thus 
to his friend Mr Arbuthnot : — 

" The writing out a copy of Mr. Gray's Poems for the Prefs has 
occupied me the laft fortnight. They are to be printed at Glafgow by 
FouUs, with the author's own permiflion, which I folicited and obtained : 
and he fent me four folio pages of notes and additions to be inferted in 
the new edition. The notes are chiefly illuftrations of the two Pin- 
daric Odes, more copious, indeed, than I fliould have thought neceffary, 
but I underftand he is not a little chagrined at the complaints which 
have been made of their obfcurity ; and he tells me, that he wrote thefe 
Notes out of fpite. * The long Story ' is left out in this edition, at 
which I am not well pleafed ; for though it has neither head nor tail, 
beginning nor end, it abounds in humorous defcription, and the verfifi- 
cation is exquifitely fine. Three new Poems (never before printed) are 
inferted, two of which are imitations from the Norwegian, and one is 
an imitation from the Wellh. He verfified them, he fays, 'becaufe 
there is a wild fpirit in them which ftruck him.' From the firft of the 
Norwegian pieces he has taken the hint of the weh, in the Ode on the 

Welfh bards ; but the imitation far exceeds the original I expert 

the book will be out in a few weeks, if Foulis be diligent, which it is 
his intereft to be, as there is another edition of the fame juft now print-

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i^g by Dodfley. I gave him notice of this, by Mr. Gray's defire, two 
months ago, but it did not in the leaft abate his zeal for the undertaking/'* 

The Glasgow edition accordingly appeared about the middle of the 
same year in quarto, — "one of the moft elegant pieces of Printing," says 
the author of the Minstrel," that the Glafgow Prefs or any other Prefs 
has ever produced. It does honour to every perfon concerned in it, — 
to Mr. Foulis the Printer, and even to me the Publilher, as well as to 
the Author."t 

Contrary to the expectations, probably, of every one except Foulis 
himself, his edition was rapidly sold off, although Dodsley had. before 
glutted the London market with two impressions, one of fifteen hundred, 
and the other of seven hundred and fifty copies, " both indeed far in- 
ferior to that of Glafgow, but fold at half the price. "| Foulis found 
himself a considerable gainer, and was, to use Gray's expression, 
" magnificent in his gratitude." He offered his author a present of 
his Homer in four volumes folio, or the Greek Historians in twenty- 
nine volumes duodecimo, — the first of which seems to have been ac- 
cepted. || 

A folio edition of Milton's Poems (which appeared in 1770) seems 
next to have been proposed by our printers. This splendid work was 
published by subscription, and for some hints respecting it they were 
again indebted to the friendship of Beattie. The letter relating to it is 
one of the very few of Foulis' papers which have escaped destruction. — 
It is now printed for the first time.

Dear sir, — I received your letter of the 10th of May, and about a 
fortnight after, the Books came to hand. The Milton is wonderfully 
fine. It is indeed the moft magnificent Book I have ever feen, and 
feems to be perfedly corred. I am very happy to fee that the hints I 
propofd relating to Apoftrophes have obtained your approbation. The 
omiffion of thofe unneceflary chara6lers has a very good effed on the 
eye, and will, I am convinced, give general satiffa6lion. I hope you 
will foon fet about Virgil in the fame form. My former hints have been 
fo well received, that I may poffibly hazard a few on this subjed alfo. 
I would not wilh to fee either the Culex or the Civis in this projefted 
Edition, being thoroughly convinced that they are not by Virgil but by 
fome much later hand. They are befides altogether unworthy of the 
Mantuan bard. I could offer many arguments in proof of this opinion, 
but I flatter myfelf they will not be neceffary. The Bucolics, Georgics, 
and JEneid are in my judgment the whole of Virgil's works now extant. 
I have two curious and, I believe, rare editions of this author : the firft 
by Daniel Heinfius printed by Elzevir in the year 1636, and the other 
by his son Nicholas Heinfius printed by Elzevir in 1676. The laft is 
by much the better, and is generally acknowledged to be the very beft 
edition of Virgil. If you cannot find it elfewhere, my copy is at your 
fervice. There are fome various readings from the Medicean, and other 
Manufcripts, which are of confequence, and therefore ought not to be 
omitted in a correft edition of Virgil. In regard to thefe I have some 
written notes by me, which might probably be of fome ufe. If you 
think fo, I (hall very readily communicate them. By the Bearer, Pro- 
feffor Traill, I have fent payment of your account, viz, two guineas for 
Homer, — four and fixpence for Epiftetus, Anacreon and Cebes, — 
a guinea for Milton, — Two pounds thirteen Shillings for the Greek 
Hiftorians, — and thirteen Shillings for my copy of Milton on fmall 
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paper, which you forgot to put into the account, — in all £6:13:6. 
I am much obliged to you for the concern you fliow about my Effay, 
and am very curious to know your opinion of it, and ftiaU be very happy 
if it obtains your approbation. The greateft merit of it is, that it is 
written with a good deiign. It will offend many, but may I hope be of 
ufe to fome : nay, if I am not mifinformed, it has been so already. 
It was not without long confideration that I ventured it abroad in its 
prefent form. There is a boldnefs in many of the refledions, which 
after much thinking I thought it beft not to alter, though I hear it has 
given much offence to many of the Literati of your coimtry. I have 
hardly time to add, that I truly am, Dear Sir, Your moft obedient

The edition of Virgil here mentioned never appeared.* The same 
determination which had prompted Foulis, contrary to all advice, to 
establish his Academy, had led him to continue it long after it might 
have been evident to himself, as it was to every one else, that it was 
embarrassing him in his operations as a printer, without the slightest pro- 
bability of ultimate remuneration. 

The prosperity of the Foulises may from this period be considered as 
on the decline, and the energy with which their business had been 
conducted seems now to have been completely wanting.! * The Seven 
Cartoons of Raphael, formerly at Hampton Court, and now in the

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Queen's Palace/ appeared, indeed, in 1773, but they must be considered 
rather as one of the last efforts of their Academy than of their press. 
They continued to print for two years longer, till the death of Andrew, 
which took place on^ the 18th of September, 1775.* He had accom- 
panied a stranger to the high ground adjoining the ancient residence of 
the family of Montrose, for the purpose of having a complete view of 
the city. He was here attacked by a apoplectic fit, and died almost 
immediately. Robert was sent for and had the body conveyed to his 
house, though from the suddenness of the event he could hardly be 
persuaded that his brother was dead. He hung over the body. when it 
was stretched out, and caQed upon hun again and agam ; but Andrew 
could make no reply.t 

" The two Foulis[es]," says Dr Wodrow, " in Tpite of their poverty 
and birth, were ^ar nohile fratrum. I never indeed faw a more affec- 
tionate pair. They feem to have been made for one another. Though 
fimilar in their good difpofitions, they were totally oppofite in their 
genius or peculiar turn of mind. Neither of them, when feparated 
from the other, could have done much for himfelf or the world ; but, 
like the members of the human body, 1 Cor. xii. 20, 21. & 9, or like the 
higher and lower orders in a community, they were admirably fitted by 
an all-dire6ling Providence, by their conjunftion and union, to do much 
in their ftation, for the honor of their country and the general improve- 
ment of Society.'*! Andrew had during their long and celebrated career 
laboured with the most slavish industry. After the commencement of 
the Academy, the superintendence of the printing, booksellings and 
bookbinding departments of their business devolved upon him. Besides 
these, he had every evening in winter an auction of books.

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The accumulated cares whicli now pressed upon Robert Foulis, ren- 
dered it necessary that he should discontinue his labours in behalf of 
the Fine Arts. Besides his brother, Mr Archibald Ingram, who had 
along with those already mentioned * been a partner in the Academy 
since the 21st of February, 1758, was now dead, and the survivors were 
probably anxious to put a termination to an institution, which they had 
so long supported, not only without the remuneration they were entitled 
by their contract to insist upon, but at considerable loss.t There was 
now, besides, a Royal Academy in the metropolis of the British 
empire,— an institution which had risen with almost unprecedented 

rapidity.J 

As the most proper means of disposing of the collection of pictures, 
which had now become very numerous, it was determined that they 
should be brought to sale by auction. They were accordingly packed 
up and despatched to London, whither Robert Foulis himself, accom- 
panied by Robert Dewar, one of his printers, also repaired. This 
person was afterwards married to one of Foulis' daughters, and it is 
but justice to his memory to say, that he seems to have entertained for

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his master a high degree of respect, and to have watched over him, 
when at length overtaken by sickness, with an ahnost filial anxiety. 

They arrived in London about the month of April, 1776, but here 
new calamities awaited them. Before the pictures could be prepared for 
exhibition, the season was too far advanced. " All the people of rank," 
says Foulis in his last letter to his son, " or at leaft the generality, are 
out of the Town, and the Exhibition is dwindled even to lefs than what 
it was. I know no expedient that can be tried to help it but one, — 
ftiowing them for nothing, and taking 6d. for the Catalogue : this ex- 
pedient might do, were it not for the difficulty of making it known, 
becaufe Advertifements are fo little read, and fo many of them to read, 
that a confiderable expence gone for Advertifing produces but a very 

little effeft The run of the exhibitions are already over. It is 

very mortifying to me to be obliged to fee this expedition a load on the 
Company : this has happened fo independent of all choice, that I could 
no more help it, than remove mountains ; but when better fortune 
comes, I will remember it."* 

Notwithstanding these discouragements, and contrary to the advice of 
Christie, the auctioneer ,t the pictures were sold off, and as might have 
been expected, at a grevious disadvantage. Whether Foulis had over- 
estimated the value of his pictures, or depended too much on the friend- 
ship and patronage of those on whom he thought he had some claim, 
are questions it would now be difficult to answer. Professor Richardson, 
however, has stated from authority, on which he felt disposed to rely, 
that a picture, sold for twenty-five pounds, afterwards brought five 
hundredj Two of the paintings belonging to the Academy were pur-

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chased by the University, and are now in their possession. One of 
them was considered by so good a judge as the late Sir Henry Raebum 
to have been the production, if not of Raphael himself at an early period, 
at least of one of his scholars.* 

Foulis's mortification, amounting even to resentment, from the failure 
of this last hope, was the more acute as it had naturally no place in his 
sanguine disposition. He thought himself neglected where he expected 
attention, and ill-used where he looked for favour. It is honourable to 
the memory of one, however, to whom the University of Glasgow, and 
the Scottish literati generally, have been much indebted, to be enabled 
to state, that his kindness to Foulis in this situation of his affairs was 
unabated, — ^this person was the celebrated Dr William Hunter. He 
had been at an early period indebted to Foulis for an introduction to Dr 
Douglas of London, and his gratitude does not seem to have diminished, 
when success in his profession, — the closeness of his application to it,-^ 
and the distance from Scotland, might almost have rendered it probable. 
. During this trying period he made every effort to support the mind of 
his aged and imfortunate friend : — ^he even hinted that a certain great 
personage might probably visit his exhibition. This however not having 
taken place as he wished, Hunter repeated his hopes of it : — " It does 
not fignify," said Foulis, with a look of independent unconcern, " I fhall 
foon be in the prefence of the King of kings." 

But little of this melancholy story remains to be told. With the 
feelings already described, and with a constitution nearly exhausted, 
Foulis left London. He reached Edinburgh, and while in the act of 
preparing for his journey to Glasgow, suddenly expired on the 2d of 
June, 1776.t

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From the different facts noticed in the course of this sketch, the 
reader may have been enabled to form some estimate of the character of 
Robert Foulis. To complete the outline, the following notices, by Pro- 
fessor Richardson, may not be iminteresting : — 

" The firft feature in Robert Foulis' charafter, that particularly ftruck 
me, was the great liking he Ihowed to converfe on literary topics, and 
even with perfons much younger than himfelf. This difpofition ap- 
peared not only in occafional interviews, but in his choofing to affociate 
with them, and become a member of their Literary Clubs and Societies. 
This view of his charafter, which appeared to me Angular, was in my 
apprehenfion rendered particularly interefting by that unfufpefting good- 
will and benignity of difpofition with which it was intimately united. 
For, befides the gratification he had, and no doubt he had a great deal, 
in difplaying his own fentiments and opinions on fubjefts of Tafl;e, the 
Fine Arts, Literature, and even Theology, he likewife believed, and had 
reafon to believe, that the knowledge he imparted, and the example he 
exhibited, might be ufeful to his juvenile auditors. It will readily occur 
that fuch difpofitions & habits mufl: have been prompted and induced 
by great fervor of mind, and, in truth, there was no inconfiderable fhare 
of enthufiafm, but unaccompanied with any peculiar impropriety, in his 
fentiments and even in his conduft. (Though he was ardent he was 
feldom incenfed, and his eagemefs, or rather eameftnefs, was never keen.) 
His good fenfe and natural flow of affeftion and complacency allayed at 
that period* of his life every rifing impulfe of animofity ; fo that every 
fudden difpleafure he ever felt, fuch as may be incidental to perfons of 
fenfibility, was, in the calm of a benignant and forgiving temper, very 
foon and completely afluaged. Thus difpofed and imited, and being a 
warm admirer of the fublime and affefting reprefentations prefented by

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the Poet and the Painter, his religion was nearly allied to that of Fene- 
lon, and his Philofophy was akin to the opinions, as he fuppofed, of 
Plato, or the more intelligible Doftrines of Cicero. Such indeed were 
the fentiments which he often enforced in his difcuffions in thofe Literary 
and Philofophical Clubs and Societies, in which he ufually bore a part/' 
He was rather below the middle fize, yet perfeftly well-proportioned, 
and his whole appearance indicated a ftrong and robuft conftitution. 
His complexion had not much colour, but was fair, and the habitual 
expreffion of his countenance was that of an amiable and good-hearted 
difpofition.* 

There were occasions in which the character of Robert Foulis ap- 
peared in rather an amusing point of view. The brothers, as has been 
already mentioned, had every evening during winter an auction of 
books. Andrew generally oflSciated as auctioneer, but if prevented 
from attending, his brother took his place. On these occasions when a 
book was presented to him for sale, he not only announced the title, 
but on many occasions continued an extemporaneous harangue upon its 
contents. His candour prevented him from uniformly praising the book. 
When " the History of Tom Jones " was one night handed to him, 
" How," said he, with considerable warmth, " was this book presented ? 
It is improper for the perusal of young persons." And having said this, 
he returned it to the clerk. On another occasion, having observed a 
student, whose appearance did not indicate a superabundance of the 
good things of this world, offer several times for a copy of Antoninus, 
he asked whether he was anxious to have it. Being answered in the 
affirmative, he presented it to him. 

But such opportunities of displaying his generosity, were not often 
afforded him. For his brother, aware of his propensities, hastened to

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disengage himself, and exerting, partly in jest and partly in earnest, an 
authority which on other occasions he rarely claimed, " Come down," 
he would say, " Robin, that place and that buisness are not for you." 
And thus was he dismissed from his employment.* 

No work is known to have been written by either of the Foulises, 
except "the Catalogue of Pictures," with critical and explanatory 
remarks by the elder.t This, however, must not be regarded as a fair 
specimen of his talents. It was written hurriedly with the immediate 
view to their being sold in London, — ^when the author was sixty-eight 
years of age, — and soon after his brother's death. He had, besides, 
been severely tried by family afflictions ; for having been twice married 
he survived both wives and several of his daughters. J The criticism of 
Professor Richardson regarding this work is perfectly just. It is too 
circumstantial, — ^too minute in many of the descriptions, and conse- 
quently too much spun out. Yet with all this, it wants many things 
essential to a work of that kind. The pictiures, we are told, are painted 
by Raphael, Guide, Michael Angelo, and others, but nothing is said of 
their history, — ^how they were obtained, — nor is any evidence brought

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forward to prove that they are genuine. "'^ The course of Foulis' educa- 
tion had never led him to the study of elegance or accuracy in compo- 
sition ; in this respect also the work will be found deficient. Yet it 
displays the remains of what all who knew him acknowledged him to 
possess, — '* original genius. ''t It exhibits on several occasions an in- 
timate knowledge of the subject, and great correctness and delicacy of 
moral and philosophical discrimination. 

As senior member, it was Robert Foulis's turn to read a discourse to 
the Literary Society at their first meeting for the winter 1776, but lest 
he should not have been able to return fi:om London before that time^ 
another was appointed in his stead. His substitute opened the business 
of the Society in the following words, — ^alike honourable to the feelings 
of the speaker, and the memory of his departed friend. 

" When I promifed, a few months ago, to begin the bufinefs of the 
Society for the prefent feffion, I entertained expeftations that the fulfil- 
ment of my engagement would not have been required of me. A 
venerable member was then living, though at that time abfent from his 
home, never indeed to return, to whom that oflSce would have fallen of 
courfe. He is no longer a member of this Society, or of any fociety of 
mortal men ; he is gone whither all of us Ihall fooner or later follow, and 
happy may we deem our departure, if we leave behind us a name like 
his. I am well perfuaded, indeed, that our remembering him on the 
prefent occafion will not be unpleafant. We have often feen him in this 
Society, entering with ardour into every ingenious and important dif- 
cuflion. But I fay nothing of the gratitude due to him by every lover

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of true learning, and of claffical elegance. It is not my purpofe to 
pronounce his panegyric, for his eulogy is eftablilhed on a firmer 
foundation than any memorial of mine. As long as the luminaries of 
Greece and of Rome are held in eftimation, will his fame be remem- 
bered, and when they cease to be valued, who would choofe to be named ? 
(True, no doubt, ages have arifen in the hiftory of mankind that give 
them no glory, but they were ages of darknefs and had no glory to 
give). Nor will I enumerate his virtues. I only mean to recall him to 
your remembrance, for furely he deferves well of us all. His public 
fpirit embracing the welfare and improvement of this community, and 
indeed of the human kind, was accompanied, even in old age, with all 
the ardour of private affeftion, and all the enthufiafm of youthful 
friendlhip. Bending with years, and fully aware that a change in his 
mortal nature was fail approaching, and that he was no longer to have 
any concern in the affairs of men, he entered warmly into their interefts, 
and preferved till his lateft hour zealous wilhes for their improvement. 
Few fpeak of the dead : they lie filent and forgotten. Yet it is no 
unbecoming exercife to renew the memory of a worthy friend. It is 
often no lefs profitable than the converfe of the living, and often no 
lefs delightful. I truft that I have obtruded no difagreeable remem- 
brances on my audience : at leaft for my part I have fome claim for 
indulgence."* 



From the facts which have beeen already mentioned, the reader will 
not be surprised to find that the afl&iirs of Robert and Andrew Foulis 
were left in a state of insolvency. It must be matter of deep regret 
that the zeal with which they prosecuted whatever might promote the

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literature and arts of their country, should have been so indifferently 
rewarded. Persons of less enterprise might have risen to affluence from 
the decided superiority of their printing ; but Robert Foulis's family 
was left in almost complete destitution. Their affairs were finally wound 
up in 1781, by Robert Chapman, printer, and James Duncan, bookseller 
in Glasgow. Their debts amounted to rather more than six thousand 
five hundred pounds, and nearly the whole of their stock was purchased 
by Mr James Spottiswood of Edinburgh.

Sir, — About a month ago, Mr. Dalrymple communicated to me fome propofals 
of yours for the Printing of Plato in ten Volumes Odlavo, which he faid you would 
undertake if you were afTured of a hundred fubfcriptions at two gunieas each. I 
have fince mentioned this to Mr Profeflbr Ward of Grefliam College and to feveral 
other friends, who are very willing to encourage fo ufeful a defign; and I am 
defired to write to you, to beg you would fend us printed propofals. We may 
venture to alTnre you of one hundred fubfcriptions from the circle of our own 
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acquaintance. This would be a trifling expence to yon, as I imagine you would 
give the letter and paper of your 8yo. Sophocles for a fpecimen. It would be the 
greateil honour to your prefs, to print fo noble an author with as few errata as 
poflible ; and you would benefit the learned world beyond what Stephens or 
Aldus ever did. The text of Seryanus in general you will chufe I make no doubt ; 
and if I might advife you^ it would be to publifh firfl the moil (Iriking pieces of 
Plato, and the two or three firfl volumes feparately. By this means every body 
would purohafe the firfl volumes for the intrinfick excellency of the pieces, and the 
remaining volumes to complete their sets. I think you fhould begin with the 
Phsddo, the Orito, and the two Alcibiades, then the Apology of Socrates, Tim»ns, 
the Sympofium, and Minon. You need not doubt the happy fale of thefe, and this 
would i^ure fuccefs to the whole work. If you approve of this, and chufe to 
undertake it, I fhould be obliged to you if you would anfwere this as foon as you 
can, and pleafe to diredl to me in St John's Square, Clerkenwell.

The origin, and a few subsequent facts in the history of this institution 
have already been noticed in an earlier part of the work, but as a minute 
account of it would have confused the narrative, and as the documents 
regarding the Academy form by much the largest part of those which 
remain, a more detailed notice of it may not be unacceptable. 

The History of the Fine Arts in Scotland does not seem to have 
attracted much notice till of late years, when the study of every thing 
connected with the History, Literature, and Antiquities of the coimtry 
has become feshionable. A paper, containing some curious facts on this 
subject, appeared in " The Bee," vol. xviii. p. 76, and is believed to 
have been written by Sir G. Chalmers. In 1799, when the late Mr. 
Pinkerton published his " Scottish Gallery," he prefixed an " Introduc- 
tion on the Rise and Progress of Painting in Scotland," in which he has 
collected many interesting notices of the Scotch artists. The only 
painter referred to by him of whom much is known, is George Jameson, 
the pupil of Rubens, and fellow-student of Vandyke, who attracted the 
notice of Charles I. while in Scotland in 1633, and to whom that 
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monarch sat for his portrait.* The names of the other Scotch artists, — 
the elder and younger Scougal, Paton, Aikman, Alexander, and Me- 
dina, are now little known except to collectors. No traces have been 
discovered of the practice of the Fine Arts in Glasgow beyond the 
visits of some itinerant " Dick Tinto," and the portraits of a few of the 
benefactors to the city which adorn the interior of some of our public 
buildings. One notice, connected with this subject, appears in the very 
curious collections of extracts from the Burgh Records, which have 
been lately printed in the Glasgow Courier, by William Motherwell, 
Esq., and it deserves notice, as showing the remimeration which labour 
of this kind received : — " 12th June, 1641. The faid day ordanis the 
threafaurer to have ane warrand to pay to James Colquhoun fyve dollars 
for drawing of the portraid of the toun to be fent to Holland." It has 
been suggested that this " portraift " was probably intended for Bleau's 
Atlas, which was preparing for publication at Amsterdam about this 
time, although it did not appear till 1654. 

To proceed in our account of the Glasgow Academy. — It will be 
readily believed that Foulis's motives for establishing that institution 
must have had their rise purely in his own ardent attachment to the 
Fine Arts. The field which Scotland then afforded for such an under- 
taking was extremely limited, and the country was at that time only 
recovering from the effects of the recent rebellion*. But Foulis probably 
felt confident that were such an institution once established, its ultimate

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success might be considered as almost certain, — and that those who 
should acquire a taste for the Arts might " infpire the fame love and 
relifli for the beautiful in thofe that are near them, and they in others." 
The very fact that there was then no other Academy for the Arts in 
Scotland seems to have operated powerfully in inducing him to com- 
mence the undertaking. The field was entirely unoccupied, atid those 
who were willing to encourage the rising institutions of their country 
could not plead the number or variety of those which required their 
patronage as an excuse for withholding their assistance from it. He 
had, besides, hopes of meeting even with royal patronage, — ^hopes 
which were soon blasted by the untimely death of the Prince of 
Wales.* 

Two plans seem to have been proposed for the support of the 
Academy. The first was, to submit the scheme to some person of high 
rank ; but this idea was, after mature consideration, abandoned. The 
second, to use Foulis's own words, was to communicate it to some 
merchants of spirit, and represent it to them as a finer kind of manufac- 
ture, that would take a longer time to come to a bearing and produce 
profit, but that in the end would make full amends for the delay, by 
affording more ample profits, because the manufactures were not pro- 
duced from dear materials, and the productions were considered not so 
much according to the quantity of labour they contained, as according 
to the degree of genius and art well conducted. This plan seems to 
have been adopted, but nothing fisirther is known of the Academy till 
1759, when the following "PropofaJ for encouraging by Subfcription an 
Academy for Painting and Sculpture," was inserted in the Scots Maga- 
zine. It appears to have been issued the year before. 

" Propofal. — The produdions of Mr Foulis' Academy being expofed 
to view at Edinburgh in the Shop of Mr Robert Fleming, and at Glafgow 
in the Gallery appointed for them in the College ; It is propofed, That 
fuch gentlemen as are willing to promote this defign, (hall advance cer-

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tain fums annually, for any number of years they (hall think proper ; 
during which time they are to chufe, among the Prints, Defigns, Paint- 
ings, Models, or Cafts, which are the produAion of this Academy, fuch 
lots as may amount to the value of the fums they have advanced. The 
Subfcribers (hall have a receipt for the fums refpeftively paid by them, 
figned either by Mr Foulis at Glalgow, or Mr Fleming, his Truftee, at 
EdinburgL Gentlemen may withdraw their fubfcriptions when they 
pleafe."* 

It appears from a letter prefixed to this Proposal, that Foulis had 
already experienced much di£Bculty in the selection of proper teachers, 
and that he had to contend with the predilection of the nation for the 
works of foreign artists ; so much so, that although the productions of 
the Academy had now become numerous, he found it no easy matter to 
dispose of them to any advantage. He had now several students, some 
of whom had made considerable progress. While employed at Glasgow, 
they seem to have received such wages as they might have got had they 
followed a mechanical employment, — ^and if they exhibited sufl&cient 
marks of genius, they were sent abroad to study at the expense of the 
Academy. The first of those who went abroad in this manner was a 
young man of the name of Maxwell, who died soon after his arrival at 
Bome. The second was William Cochrane, of whose life a short sketch 
will be afterwards given, and the last was Archibald Maclauchlane,t 
who was subsequently married to one of Robert Foulis's daughters.^ 

Of the transactions at the Academy we have but little information. 
The following extracts from letters, written at difierent periods, contain 
ahnost all that is known. The first was written in 1753 or 1754.

He finiflied firft a copy of the Supper of Emmaus by Titian, 
and his copy is efteemed a faithful and beautiful reprefentation of the 
original The next pifture he attempted was the moft celebrated 
pifiture in Scotland, — Daniel in the Den of Lions,* — ^the fize of life, an 
original pifiture by Rubens, for which it is faid the family refiifed a 
thoufand guineas. This pifture, by reafon of its great dimenfions, 
cou'd not be copy'd without making a thoro' trial of the abilities of the 
copyift, which obliged him to copy at a great diftance from the original, 
and this is fo well approved, that I have not heard one that have [has] 
feen it, that has not declared great fatiffaftion. It was finifli'd a few days 
ago, and placed up in the Duke['8] gallery on his birthday. I have 
been affured by feveral that were prefent, that it gave univerfal fatif- 
faftion to a great company of nobility and gentry who were prefent. 
He has now begun to copy a pifiture of a Treaty between England and 
Germany or Flanders in queen Elizabeth's time. This piAure is not 
only valuable as a piece of painting, but as a piece of hiftory, and [for] 
the portraits of fo many celebrated perfons, all whofe names are on the 
pifture. It belonged to the Earl of Sunderland, and was made a pre- 
fent of by him to the then Earl of Hamilton. The ftory is, that my 
Lord Sunderland gave him the choice of all his pi&ures ; not expefting 
that he wou'd have chofen that one, he offered him his choice of any 
other two to paiii with it. The next we propofe to copy in Hamilton

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is a portrait of the Earl of Danby by Vandyke ; but before that is done, 
I am determined to have him return to Glafgow to work after nature 
and Eaphael, and in the beginning of winter to expofe aU that is hitherto 
done to public view, in order to excite emulation, and to have feme 
little prizes for drawing. We have one scholar already, from whom we 
expeft reputation and good fervice. Our engraver is employed in doing 
a full-length pifture of the Duke of Argyle ; as it is large, — all done 
with the graver, — ^and a great deal of work in feveral parts of it, I don't 
expeft to fee it publiflied before winter. If its appearance on paper be 
fuitable to its appearance on copper, it will be a mafterpeice." 

The next letter relative to the Academy is dated January, 1763, and 
addressed by Robert Foulis to Mr Yorke. William Cochrane, the artist, 
who is mentioned in it, after having given sufficient proofs of his genius 
at Glasgow, was sent to the continent, where he remained for five 
years,* — ^principally at Rome, and \mder the celebrated Gavin Hamil- 
ton. " I am greatly obliged to you," says Robert Foulis, " for the kind 
manner in which you received Willy Cochrane, for the recommendations 
you honoured him with, and above all for your procuring for him a fafe 
paflage in a man-of-war, where he met with the greateft civilities and 
kindnefs on your account, and arrived at Naples free from [of] all 
expence. I am perfuaded, at his return, he will be a hiftory painter of 
a rank to do honour to his benefaftors and his country. 

"The Academy is now coming into a ftate of tolerable maturity. 
We have modelling, engraving, original hiftory-painting, and portrait 
painting, — all in a reputable degree of perfeftion. In the morning our 
more advanced ftudents sketch hiftorical fubje&s from Plutarch's Lives 
and other ancient books. The day is employed in painting and engrav- 
ing, and by the younger fcholars' in drawing. In the evening they draw 
three days a week after a model, and other three after cafts of plaifter 
from the antique." 

Cochrane ultimately returned to Glasgow, where he practised ss a

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portrait painter for many years. Attachment to an aged mother in- 
duced him to remain there, and consequently he never rofe to that 
eminence which he might otherwise have attained. He died in October, 
1585, at the early age of forty-seven, and by permission of the magis- 
trates a marble tablet was erected to his memory in the choir of the 
cathedral.* 

An imperfect letter, addressed to a nobleman in February, 1764, 
gives the following account of the labours of the students : — 

*' We have lately caft off a few fetts of the principal prints we have 
engrav'd : They wou'd make a volume between 60 and 70 flieets of 
royal paper the fuU breadth of the flieet. Charles Cordiner has made 
three drawings, 2 after the ruins of the Caftle of Bothwell, and one 
after the Caftle of Crookfton, with the Ewe Tree, which I have caufed 
to be neatly etched, and put his name to them as y* drawer. He is now 
able to make a good copy of any pifture, and I propofe to try him foon 
at portraits. We are fucceeding pretty well in that branch. The 
portrait of my Lord and Lady Glencaim, the two young ladies. Lady 
Dorothy Primrofe, and other w*^ we have done, among which are 
feveral full-lengths, have been generally commended." 

Nothing is known of the progress of the academicians at a later 
date, except what Foulis himself has said in the pre&ce to the catalogue 
of piftures in 1776. 

" The Effays in Landfcape that were done by Robert Paul a little 
before his death have that fimplicity which promifes fuperior excellence. 
His view of the weft flxeet, called the Trongate, of Glafgow, is the 
moft capital, as it is the laft of his works, and was finifhed after his 
death by William Buchanan. 

" There are a confiderable number of the prints in Raphael's Bible 
done by the late William Buchanan which fliow his ability as a drawer 
and engraver. His Paul preaching at Athens and the other Cartoons 
he engraved, and laft of all, Raphael's Tranffiguration, which he had

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nearly finilhed when he died, done from the pifture reverfed in a mirror, 
are convincing proofe of hia merit. 

" Nor can I negled on this occafion to do juftice to James Mitchell, 
who, although the neamefs of his fight difqnalified him for a conmion 
profeflion, yet in a few weeks made a furprizing progrefs, and his en- 
gravings, after he attained experience, have been favourably received by 
the public. Several of his performances in Raphael's Bible are much 
fuperior, both in conception and execution, to Chaperon. His print of 
Daniel in the Den of Lions, after Rubens' pifture in his Grace the 
Dxike of Hamilton's Colleftion, has been well received. He engraved 
alfo four of the Cartoons, Mount Pamaffus and the School of Athens, 
and has laboured with succefs both after Raphael and Correggio. 

"The Effays in original Hiftory-Painting that have been finifhed 
are not numerous ; but there are feme which were done at Rome by 
Meffieurs Cochrane and M*Lauchlane that do them honor, although 
their manners are fo drSerent that their works cannot be compared with 
propriety. 

" There are feme drawings and piftures by David Allan, before he 
went abroad, that are done with invention and fpirit, and are furprizing 
at fo early a period." 

The last letter on this subject which we shall insert, was written by 
Robert Foulis to Lord Mountstuart in 1776. 

" Robert Foulis, Printer to the Univerfity of Glafgow, prefents his 
humble refpefts to Lord Mount-Stuart to acquaint his Lordlhip, that 
he prefumes to give him this trouble, encouraged by Colonel Edmonfton, 
by Mr Thomas Kennedy his nephew, and by Mr Campbell of Shawfield. 
The circumftance of the death of his brother and other friends, and his 
own advancement to the extremity of life having made it proper that he 
fliould put an end to his labours in the fervice of the Fine Arts, and 
difpofe of his Colleftions ; in that view he has brought to London his 
Prints, Drawings, and Piftures. Three nights' Sale of the Prints are in 
a Catalogue that comes along with this : the whole would have been 
continued, but Mr Sandford's engagements permitted no more, and he 
was of opinion that it was too many for the intereft of the Proprietor, 
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as it waa fo late in the year. His Colleftion, which will likewife be 
difpofed oflF, of Drawings is very numerous, and contains capital defigns 
of the leading mafters and their difciples of every fchool. He printed a 
Catalogue of his Pi&ures before he left Glafgow, containing defcriptions 
and critical remarks, which were made when in view of the Piftures, 
one of which he has fent by the Bearer, which he hopes Lord Mount 
Stuart will be fo good as to accept. He will find the Colleftion made 
in Syftem, and as. the Colleftor believed the Roman School enjoyed more 
advantages than any other, and Raphael the greateft mafter and moft 
amiable genius that ever any of the fchools poffeffed, fo he accordingly 
direfted his ambition to acquire as many piftures and drawings of 
Raphael as he could poffibly difcover by the moft diligent fearcL 
What fuccefs he had has appeared to thofe who have been able and 
willing to examine the piftiu:es ; the whole makes a progrefs of Raphael 
from his early times to his laft period, and on that account are curious, 
as they fliow his gradual progrefs and changes of manner ; but there are 
five or fix fo capital, that I have never heard of any Colleftion on fale, 
that contained fo many. Neither his piftures in the Vatican, nor thofe 
procured by princes, nor thofe fixed in public places have ever entered 
into commerce, which renders it difficult to procure capital piftures of 
this Mailer, yet in this Colleftion will be found, upon a ftrift examina- 
tion, an original of the Carrying of our Saviour to the Tomb, more per- 
feft than the Borghefe, — ^an original of the Saint Cecilia on a difierent 
ground from the Bologna, the one being a landlcape with a blue Iky, 
and the other completely dark without landfcape, and the figures much 
improved, particularly in expreffion. Alfo a pifture of Theagenes and 
Chariclea in the Temple of Diana, of wonderftd grace, and of which I 
have never heard of any repetition ; the Refurreftion of our Saviour, of 
which the firft effay, which is not fo compleat in grouping or expreffion, 
has been engraved. But there is one pifture more, the Tranffiguration, 
not fo large as the Roman pifture, but in many other refpefts better ; 
your Lordfhip will find the differences in the Catalogue, and the grounds 
of its priority, which has been proved to the fatif faftion of painters, and 
many excellent judges, and is ftill fubmitted to the reviews of all who 
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choofe to examine. I forefee from the prefent un&vorable circum- 
ftances, tliat these piftures will be tranfported to fome foreign countiy, 
whereas were they joyned to the Cartoons, they would be found to have 
merit equal to theirs, and to be preferable as finiflied piAures before 
patterns for tapeflry. Forgive this trouble from one who has been long 
honoured with the patronage of Lord Bute, although diftance and other 
circumftances have made him in a manner forgot.'' 

Although the Academy has always, and deservedly, been considered 
a fidlure, it was the means of raising David Allan and James Tassie 
from obscurity. In regard to the last of these, it deserves particularly 
to be noticed, that his first relish for the Fine Arts arose from visiting 
the Academy on a holiday, when the pictures were exposed gratis to 
public view.* It has not been considered necessary to give any outline 
of the lives of these persons, as their history is abready well known. 

The Catalogue of Pictures, &c. to which this prefixed, and for the 
use of which the writer is indebted to the kindness of David Laing, Esq. 
is without date. The "Jerusalem Delivered'' and " Aminta" of Tasso 
are mentioned in it as intended for publication, illustrated with Le Clerc's 
design^. These, and several other Italian works in the same form, were 
printed in 1763, and this may in some measure fix the date. It will 
show better than any description that could be given, the extent to 
which the labours of the artists at Glasgow were carried.

The common 
practice of all famous Seminarys of Learning makes this matter of fa^ evident, and our 
own experience here fufficiently confirms whatever can be s**. in its favours, every day 
teaches us what difficulty there is to get the books that are abfolutely neoeiTary for the 
fcholars of all forts, and how much we are impofd upon when we gett y*°. And as to a 
printing prels, the fmgle confideration of our being obliged to go to Ed^ in order to gett 
one fheet right printed makes out the abfolut neceffity of 9ne. 

In order to have the Univerfity well accommodated with books, and a printing prefs. 
It is propofed that before the next feffions of the College there (hall be a well fumilh'd

That a convenient (hop and warehoule within the College be allowed gratis to the 
s^. undertaker, and that the s^. (hop (hall be floord with dales and (helves, tables, a brace 
and chimney, and Large chace window putt in it at the expence of the Univerdty.

THE UNIVERSITY OF GLASGOW. 

The following information is extracted from a '^ Memorial concerning the State of the 
Univerfity of Glafgow as it was y« 18th of September 1701 when Mr. Stirling was 
admitted Principal and as it is now in this prefent year 1717." * 

As to the method of teaching It had been too ordinary to delay beginning to teach the 
fyftem of the feveral Sciences that are taught in the philofophy daffes till December or 
January By which means the faid fyllems could not be perfedled in that year to y* great 
prejudice of the fludent^. ffbr remedy q' of It was ordained Odober 1712 that the fyflem 
of the feveral Sciences to be taught every year be begun the firil of November and 
farther for the better Improvement of the several years wherein philofophy is taught It 
was then appointed that the profeflbr who teaches the firfl year not only finifh his courTe 
of Logick but likewife that of Ontology and that in the Batchelour year the profefTor 
for that year expede his conrfe of pneumaticks and Moral philofophy against the end of 
that year that fo in the third and lafl year for philofophy a complete Syflem of Natural 
philofophy may be explained and finifhed. 

Till the beginning of the year 1710 there had for many years been no publick prelec- 
tions in this Univerfity excepting fome difcourfes by Doflor [Robei-t] S'. dare and Mr. 
Jamefon. But att that time it was Refolved that the principal and feveral oyr profeflbrs 
in their feveral faculties fhould have publick prele<5lions by turns every week after the 
publick Examinations were over which for the mod part has been obfervd, befides which 
its ufual for the prof effors of Law, Medicine and ■ Orential Languages to have publick 
leflbns once a week by turns from the beginning of November till y^ firft day of May." 

An account of the manner in which several of the Glasses were conducted was drawn up 
by the Professors apparently about the same period. The papers are now printed from 
the originals preserved among the archives of the University. 

The Methode of teaching divinity at prefent in the Univerfitie at Glafgow. 

1. Ther is ane entire fyfleme of divinity explained to the (Indents each feffion of the 
College, which explication is begun ufually the 2d or 3d dyet after the beginning of the 
feifion on the 10th day of Oct^ and is continued everie tuefday, wednefday, and thurfday 
till the fyfleme be finilhed which ufles to be about the middle of June. The compend 
explained is Johan : Marlij Theol : Oomp : Medulla with which the beginners are defired

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to read PiAets didaoiiok oompend fome parU of which are alfo explained to them in the 
hall And our OonfefHon of faith is collated with Marie's compend as they go along and the 
differences with their reafons explained and the preference of the propolitions in our 
Oonfeffion proved from Scripture and reafon by which means the principal chapters of our 
oonfefiion are explained and its doctrine vindicated and the (Indents are taught to obferve 
in what points the ordinarie fyflemes of divinity differ from it and why ; and the Undents 
are alfo examined on what has been explained. 

21y Eyerie munday is appointed for the (ludents delivering their Ledlures, homilies and 
prefbyterial exerdfes which are cenfured by the (ludents after their deliverie. 

Sly Everie friday is appointed for the deliverie of ane exegefis by fome (Indent and 
publick difputes. 

41y Once in a week or two as found convenient Ther is held a meeting for polemick 
conference In order to which feveral fyftems of divinity are divided among the (ludents 
to be read and the books of the popi(h, fodnian and arminian writers &c, are appointed to 
be read by fome of the elder ftudents judged fitteft for that purpofe by the profedor 
who are to give account of their author's opinions with their principles and chief arguments 
and wherein oontrair to the truth are confuted by the profeffor and their obje<flions 
anfwered and the truth in oppofition to them e(labli(hed and the {Indents are de(ired to 
propofe their doubts and have them anfwered. 

Sly Ther being no publick meeting on Saturday the (ludents are appointed to meet 
privately for prayer and conference either in one, two or more focieties according to their 
number And as a great part of their work are to explain some difficult pa(rage of Scripture 
propofed in a former meeting by one of their fodetie appointed fo to do and required to 
prefent in writing the explication of it from the bed commentators he can find which when 
drawn up in form according to the mind of the Societie is delivered to the profedor to be 
revized by him and corre<5led if needfull and then at a convenient time is read publickly 
and appointed to be recorded in a book. For the better management of which work ther 
is a portion of Scripture allotted to each Society the difficult pa(rages of which they are to 
explain as they ly in order. 

The method that I obferve in teaching the Hebrew Ohaldee and Syriaok Languages is 
as follows. 

I begin with the Hebrew, and for the better teaching of it, I explain to my Scholars 
Rolands Oompend of Altingius's Fundamentum Pun<5lationis, and examin them particularly 
on every part of it and ufually fini(h that Grammar in lefs than the fpace of a month. 
Then I begin the grammar again, and at the fame time prefcribe a fmall portion of the 
ea(le(l of the Hiftorical part of the Bible, to be read, interpreted, and analyf 'd, and that 
it may be the eader done I for fome le(rons at the beginning, read, interpret and analyze 
the text in their hearing, at the fame time (hewing theui how to apply the several rules of 
the Grammar in these exercifes, and of every le(ron I exa<fl a particular account from my 
Scholars, I continue this method for a month longer by w*^ time the (Indents come to be

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pretty well founded in the Elements of y* Hebrew tongue, after which I prooeed to the 
pfalter, of which I prefcribe pretty large portions, at every leflbn requiring account of the 
analyfis, as far as the time will allow, and of the pfalter, I ufually read 30 or 40 pfalms 
the first year. 

The beginning of the fecond year I caufe the fame {Indents revife the Grammar, which 
takes not up ten days, as alfo read fome parts of the prophets, and book of Job. which 
they continue to do^ while I didlat and explain to y™ a (hort compend of a Ohaldee Gram- 
mar^ and before this be done it is ufually the middle of January, when I begin y™ to the 
analyfis, of the Ohaldee text, which they continue to do, till all containd in the bible be 
finiihed, but when they begin to the analyfis of the Ohaldee text, I begin them likewife 
to the Syriack grammar which is finiihed as foon as the Ohaldee, after which till the feffions 
end they read y« Syriack text and ordinarly expone 8 or ten chapters that year. And 
with this proficiency all the fcholars I have hitherto had excepting one who read a little 
Arabick have fatifyd y^^felves. as for what relates to other parts of Oriental Learning 
I have hitherto made little progrefii in teaching of it. 

Once in a fortnight I have a publick LefTon upon points abfolutly neceflary to be 
known by any that defign to improve in that Learning, if oonveniency of others permitt 
I defign to be more frequent for the future. 

As for the Students of philofophy, the dyets being fo fhort and the meetings fo few in a 
year, all I can gett done with them is to Initiat y™ in the Heb : Grammar, and read two or 
three pfalms in a year with y°^*

Oonoeming my methode of teaching philofophy.'* 

As for my own way of teaching, it is the fame old way y* I was taught myfelf, and has 
bin long in ufe in this OoUege ; by dited notes, and difputs in aU the parts of philofophy ; 
tho' in the logiok year, I began always the logicks by teaching thofe of Burgerfdick for 
two months or fo ; and fmce the fixing of the bajan Olafie I ufed to take up much time in 
the beginning of the femie year by caufing thofe y^ were come up to revife y' Greek, y' I 
might both bring it to y' remembrance and know the ability of every one of y™ y* way : 
neither could I well begin y" w* the logicks till they were tolerably well gathered : I have 
caufed y™ to difput q^ they were ready for it fometimes three days in the week, and 
fometimes more : alfo to get y' lefibns by heart, and be able to give an account of y^ q^ 
was chiefly done in the morning ; fome time being allowed for difput and fome time 
for writing, q^ther in the morning or forenoon as occafion offerd. in the afternoon, 
efpecially in the end of the year, I have bin in ufe to teach y™ fomething of arithmetick 
and geometry in the way of di£lats : I have alfo caufed y°* to have fometimes exegefes in 
the OlafTe, but not every year, nor yet always in every courfe, finding y' performances

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but very weak fometimes : but the difputs I never foffer'd to be negle^ed, q^ feemed to 
be the equivalent, this is the fubflance, and I cannot well enlarge, onely my opinion is y^ 
difputs and diflats mufl be kept up as ufually till we fee farder about us : reformations 
cannot be fudden in thefe cafes, but mufl go on by flow degrees, till we can fay y' the 
remedie is at leafl better y^ the difeafe if any be.

, Method of teaching the Bajan ClafTe. 

I order what (Indents come the firfl day, to bring with them, fome Latin Author, 
againfl the next, fuch as Saluft, Quintus Ourtius, Cornelius Nepos, or what other profe 
book I think mod convenient, and which I can finifli in the time I allott for it.' 

I defire them at the fame time to prepare in a few dayes, ufually againflt the beginning 
or middle of the Week after, Yemeys Greek Grammar, which is the one I think bed. 
I am oblidged to goe through fome Latin book, both that I may give the Students time 
to gather, and likewife becaufe I cannot give them fo great leiTons in the Grammar, at 
firft, as will take up the whole ClafTe time in examining, nor fo numy of them in a day, 
as we have meetings, without hurrying, and confufing them, in a fludy perfe^y new to 
them When they have all got their Grammars, I give them a LefTon in it every day, 
except munday, which lefTon I examine betwixt feven and eight ; fpending the red of the 
day in turning their Latin author to Englifh, or elfe in having their Latin or Englifh 
Yerfions, which I give them, when I think proper, examined. 

When they have learned in the Grammar the Length of the Yerbs, which is ufually 
about the middle of November, I begin it again, and give them a LefTon betwixt Eleven 
and Twelve, Explaining it more fully, and teaching them fome things, which I make them 
paiTe the fird time ; but I dill Continue the Mornings LefTon ; fo that after this, all the 
time that is fpent in Latin, is betwixt Eight and Nine, and in the afternoon. 

About the beginning of December, or toward the time of the Publick Examinations, 
when they have got the length of the Yerbs in Mi, I caufe them get the Greek Teflament, 
in which I give them a LefTon every day betwixt eight and nine. If there be any of the 
Latin book unexamined, I take it either in the afternoons, or, (in time of the Examina- 
tion) att what time I can fpare in the other Dyets, becaufe I always endeavour to have it 
ended againd the beginning of January. About which time, having ended the Yerbs in Mc, 
they get some eafy profe Greek book, fuch as Cebes' Table, .Mops fables, Lucian's 
Dialogues or his Timon, which they learn Gve times a week betwixt Eight and Nine, 
taking the LefTon they had at that hour in the Tedament, betwixt Eleven and Twelve, 
and That in the Grammar the afternoon, which lad LefTon I continue all the year, at lead 
till they have gone through the Grammar wholly in the Morning LefTon. 

When they come to the fyntaz, which may be about the middle of ffebniary, I give 
them fome harder book fuch as Xenophon's Cyropasdia, Herodian, Ifocrates, Aridophanes 
though a Poet, in which they have their morning lefTon, and if there remain any of the 
former book untaught, I teach it in the forenoon, in which cafe, I give no more LefTons 
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in the Teftament, except a (hort one, on Mondaya before nine ; bnt if the other book 
before mentioned be Ended, I then continue the forenoons LefTon in the Teftament, till they 
begin a Poet. 

When the fyntax is ended, I begin immediately to teach the Dialed, before I teach 
what is betwixt, that I may the fooner fit them for reading the Poets, which when they 
have gone through, I give them fome Poet, ufuaUy Homers Diad, which they give ane 
account of in the morning, turning the lafl mentioned Book to the forenoon. This I 
continue all year, only now and then, after they have learned the Syntax, I give them fome 
Latin fentences to Tranflate to Greek, and fometimes fome Greek PalTages, which I know 
they have not a verfion of, to render in Latin. 

When they have gone through the whole Grammar in the Moming^s lefTon, I either 

take what remains of it in the Afternoons LefTon, or elfe I teach Homer all the Morning. 

If I doe the fird, then in the afternoon I either goe through Some part of the Grammar, 

for the third time, if I think it neceffary, or elfe I teach them in the afternoon the fame 

book they have in the forenoon.

The " Statute and Act regulating the Univerfity of Glafgow," mentioned at page 11 of 
this work, was drawn up by the Committee of Visitation, and is dated 19th September, 
1727. The extracts here printed, as confirming the statements there made, are taken from 
a copy preserved in the General Register House. 

''And the Oommiflion having recommended to the Mailers of the faids three philofophy 
OlafTes to make their ele^Hon which of the OlafTes they were feveraUy to take And they 
having agreeed among themfelves And Mr. Gerfham Oarmichael having made choife of the 
Ethick Clafs, Mr. John Loudoun of the Logiok ClaTs, and the teaching of the Phyiick 
Clafs falling to Mr. Robert Dick, 

The CommiiTioners Statute and Ordain That the faids perfons refpe^ve have in time 
coming the teaching of the faid feverall ClaiTes by them chofen And that Mr. Robert Dick 
teach the Clafs falling to him, And that they remain fo fixed to the faid ClalTes, and' that 
all other and fubfequent profefTors of philofophy coming in to the faid Univerfity be (lill 
fixed to one clafs, and the teaching of the forfaid particular parts of philofophy allotted 
to the Clafs in which he (hall be fixt. 

That the profefibrs of Divinity, Law, Medicine, Orientall Languages, Mathematicks 
and Hiftory Shall yearly teach the bufinefs of their refpedlive profeillons whenever five or 
more Schollars (hall apply to them, and that they give not under four lelTons every week. 

That in cafe the faid number of Five Schollars do not apply to the faid profefibrs 
betwixt the fitting down of the CoUedge and the firfl day of December thereafter, That 
fuch profeiTor (hall after the fird day of December aforfaid Preledl publickly once every 
week at fuch hour and upon fuch day of the week as the faculty fhall appoint. 

That the Profeflfors above fpecified (hall either continue their Colleges from the firfl 
day of November to the lafl day of May yearly, or if their Clafifes be fooner finifhed 
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That they fhall weekly thereafter give publick prele<5tion8 to the lafl day of May as in the 
cafe of Scholars not applying for teaching. 

That the Profeffor of Bottony and Anatomy* teach Bottony yearly from the fifteenth 
day of May to the firfl day of July, if five fchollars offerr. 

And finds and Declares That Dr. Briibane prefent profeffor of Bottony and Anatomy 
in the faid Univerfity is obliged to teach Anatomy as well as Bottony, And ordains him 
to teach Anatomy yearly as the other profefTors abovementioned are appointed to teach 
the bufinefs of their profeflions, and that he begin to teach fo foon as ten fchollars offerr, 
and if no fnch number offerr before the firft day of November That thereafter he (hall 
prelefl publickly on Anatomy once every week as other profeifors are to doe in the like 
cafe untill the fifteenth day of May that he begin to teach Bottany. 



No. IV. 
DR JAMES MOOR. 



Jambs Moor, professor of Greek in the University of Glasgow, was the son of James 
Muir, school-master in Glasgow, and considered himself descended from Elizabeth Mure, 
the queen of Robert II., from whom he had constructed a genealogical table of his 
ancestors. His father appears to have been a man of considerable learning, and of such 
unwearied industry, that we are told, ^'that not thinking himself rich enough to buy 
Newton's Principia, he copied the whole of it with his own hand." He died while his 
son was very young, and his widow sold his library,-^a circumstance which Dr Moor 
often regretted. 

After acquiring the usual preliminary branches of education, Moor entered the Uni- 
versity as a student of Humanity in 1725, and his studies were greatly facilitated by his 
acquaintance with Mr Andrew Stalker, who has been already noticed in this work|(pp. 7 — 9), 
and who kindly allowed him to read in his shop as much as he pleased, *' which per- 
mission," says our authority, ''he made much use of.'' Of his progress while at College 
we have the most flattering proofs. The Natural Philosophy Class was at this time 
taught tby Mr Robert Dick, (See No. 111.), and the Professor, after demonstrating a pro- 
position to his students, used to desire Moor to go over it a second time, instead of doing 
it himself. ' He was particularly fond of the Mathematics, and had from an early period 
attained to such proficiency in that science, that his degree of Master of Arts, instead of 
testifying in the usual form that he had made progressus haud spemendos, bore upon it 
progressw egregios. But while engaged in these pursuits he had neglected the Greek 

* Anatomy and Botany were at this time, and till lately, taught by the same Professor. 
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language, and on resuming it found he had almost entirely forgot it From this circum- 
stance, he used to recommend to those who wished to retain their knowledge of the 
languages, to allot a small portion of each day to them while engaged in other studies. 

It cannot be ascertained at what precise period Moor took his degree, as the Laureation 
Book has been unfortunately mislaid, but it must have been between this period and |1743. 
After leaving the University he seems to have kept a school in Glasgow, in which he 
taught several branches of education. While thus employed he read the classics at his 
leisure hours. 

He was next employed as tutor to the Earls of Errol and Selkirk, in which capacity he 
travelled abroad. He was afterwards in the family of the Earl of Kilmarnock. When 
in (the last situation he had made a collection of books which he valued highly, but 
unfortunately while the Earl was from home, the family mansion, along with Moor's 
libra^f, was burned. At this period he studied much, — ^principally late in the evening, 
and prevented himself from becoming drowsy by drinking strong tea. His health was 
thus considerably impaired, and he ''had at times some severe fevers.*' As a tutor he 
was diligent and attentive to his pupils. The son of the Earl of Kilmarnock especially 
made such proficiency, that he taught him Greek without his father's knowledge, until he 
read before him by his tutor's desire an ode of Anacreon, ''to the great surprize and joy 
of the earL'' He also mentions in the Dedication of his Essays, that the Earl of Errol 
had, "at a very early time of life, made, in that language, a very uncommon progress." 

On the 11th November, 1742, Mr. Moor was appointed Librarian to the University, 
in the place of Mr Dunlop (probably the subsequent Professor of Oriental Languages), 
and in May, 1743, the appointment was continued by the Town Ooundl for four years 
" from the end of the year for which he was chosen by the College." It may be necessary 
to mention, that at this time the right of presentation to this office was vested alternately 
in the Magistrates and Town OouncU and in the College, and that each presentation was 
considered as lasting for four years. 

He had remained in this situation for about three yean, when Mr Alexander Dunlop, 
who had been Professor of Greek for more than forty years, and whose sight was now 
considerably decayed, resigned his chair upon condition that his salary should be continued 
during his life, and that he should still possess the house in which he had lived, "under 
the same regulations and conditions as the other Masters possess their houses."* Moor 



* Mr. Donlop did not survive hi resignation long. His death is thus noticed in the Glasgow Journal :— 
** April 27, 1747. On Friday last died, universally lamented, Mr. Alex. Dunlop, late Professor of Greek in 
the University of Glasgow, which office he held upwards of 40 years with general applause. His thorough 
knowledge and fine taste in that language, with his masterly and engaging method of teaching it, raised the 
study thereof, which had been long neglected, unto general esteem and reputation. His true piety, solid 
judgment, and cheerfulness of temper, which continued to the last, though labouring for some time under a 
disease he knew to be mortal, added to the many other excellent qualifications he was possessed of^ made him 
a most useful member of society, and an ornament to his profession.** Professor Dunlop was the son of 
Principal Dunlop of Glasgow, and brother to the celebrated William Dunlop, Professor of Divinity in the 
University of Edinbuigh. 
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was elected his successor on the 9th of July following, and had a Critical Explication 
of the tenth chapter of Longinus assigned to him as a Trial Discourse. For this situa- 
tion, his son mentions that Moor paid Dunlop £600, which was advanced by the Earl 
of Selkirk. 

The Rebellion had been terminated but a few months before by the battle of Culloden, 
and although its effects, so far as concerned Moor*s professional labours, might be con- 
sidered as at an end, he was now called upon to mourn the loss, of his generous patron, the 
Earl of Kilmarnock. That unfortunate nobleman, it will be recollected, had taken an 
active part on the side of the Chevalier, and for this offence he was condemned and executed. 
At the request of his lordship^s relations. Moor went to London to solicit the ministers 
on his behalf. He had not imbibed the political sentiments of his patron, and his marked 
attachment to the reigning family, perhaps, rendered it possible that his intercession might 
be the means of procuring his pardon. In this, however, he was unsuccessful. 

In 1747 Mr Moor ceased to be librarian, his term of four ye^rs having expired, and 
from that time lie was wholly occupied in classical pursuits. Of his success we have the 
best proofs in the works on Greek literature which he produced. 

We have already noticed (p. 30) the splendid folio edition of Homer, which was edited 
by professors Moor and Muirhead at the request of the University ; and his son mentions 
that ''he inspected an edition of Herodotus, and, it is thought, some more of the classics 
of Foulis." His Greek Grammar, which he left incomplete, has long been considered as a 
standard work; ''and in it,*' says Dr Irving, "we meet with instances of a beautiful 
analysis." He was one of the twelve constituent members of the Literary Society of 
Glasgow, and the only other printed works which bear his name are the results of his 
connection with that Society,— of these, and his other Essays read to that Institution, a 
list is given at the end of this article. His partiality to books, — of which he had formed 
a large collection, has been formerly adverted to. Besides this, he selected a cabinet of 
medals, which the University purchased in November, 1769. His library was bought by 
Mr James Spotiswood, whose name has been mentioned as having become the possessor of 
Foulis's stock of books, and was exposed to Sale in February, 1779. The catalogue 
(which is entitled "Bibliotheca Mooriana") contains 2724 articles, in every department 
of literature, more particularly Grecian, and Mathematical science. 

In 1761 Moor was appointed Vice-Rector by the Earl of Errol, then Lord Rector; and 
in April, 1763, he applied for the degree of Doctor of Laws, which was granted him by 
the University, in consideration of his talents and services. Three years afterwards he 
was appointed Clerk to the University, but his health was now so much broken, that he 
requested and obtained leave to employ an assistant in teaching his public and private 
classes, in case of his own inability. He regained his strength considerably, but for the 
last twelve years of his life he seems to have enjoyed little good health,~a circumstance 
which inflamed a temper naturally irritable. In March, 1774, he found himself so much 
exhausted, that he offered to resign his professorship, if the Faculty would appoint 
Mr John Toung (who had been his assistant) suoceasor, bat to this they would not oonsent* 

R 
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Aooordingly, on the 6ih of May, he sabsoribed a deed of resignation, on oondition that 
he should be allowed to retain his house and salary, which his colleagues accepted. 

Of the remaining part of his life little is known. His death, which took place on 
September, 17th, 1779, is thus noticed in the newspapers of the day : — ^' On Friday the 
17th current, died here, James Moor, LL.D. Emeritus Profeffor of Greek in the Univer- 
iity of Glafgow, eminent for his learning, of which he has left a lasting monument in his 
writings, particularly in his excellent Grammar of the Greek Language ; and no lefs 
eminent for his affedlionate goodnefs of hearty of which he has left a faithful remembrance 
in the breads of his friends." When a child, Moor lost the sight of one of his eyes in the 
measles. His constitution was naturally weakly, and was probably rendered more so from 
the exertions which he made in the acquisition of knowledge. This, perhaps, added to his 
irritability of temper, and led to. some unseemly exhibitions of violence in his class. 

Of Moor's talents as a philologist, no doubt can be entertained ; but some of his other 
literary productions are beneath criticism. He wrote several odes, one of which, entitled 
''The Linnet^ or Happiness at Home," appeared in Dr Gilbert Stuart's series of the 
Edinburgh Review and Magazine, in November, 1775. Unfortunately the Doctor's house- 
keeper makes a conspicuous figure on this, as on too many other occasions. But perhi^ 
the most curious of Moor's poetical productions is his Epitaph, written by himself, and 
which we are now enabled to print from a copy in Mr David Laing's possession.

SnroB the notioe of the Literary Society, at page 15, was printed, the following Extracts 
from the first volume of the Records have been received. They are in the hand-writing 
of Professor Richardson. 

'* Friday, January 10th, 1752. It was agreed at this firfl meeting of the firft twelve 
members of the Literary Society in Glafgow College, that they (hould meet weekly on 
Thurfday at half an hour after fix o'clock afternoon ; And that one of the fociety fhould 
read a Paper drawn up by him, which might be the fubje<fl of converfation at that meeting. 
And the members haying by lot drawn the numbers as in the lifl adjoining, it was agreed 
that no difcourfe fhould be read before February 6th or 7th ; but .that at the three firil 
meetings, feme of the fociety fhould read an account of fome new book. It was also 
agreed, that at that, and the fucceeding meeting, a Prefes fhould be chofen. And that 
thereafter, the member who read to the Society fhould be the Prefident of the next meeting ; 
and that the Prefident immediately after the difcourfe was read, fhould afk the members 
prefent their opinions and what they had to fay on the fubje^ of the difcourfe."

ROBERT FOULIS'S LAST LETTER TO HIS PARTNERS. 



Messbs Glassford, Campbell, and Ingram, 

Gentlbmbn, London, April 29^, 1776. 

Bbfors your letter came to hand, the time came on that it became 
neceffaiy to confult and decide what was to be done with refpedl to a Sale this year. 
Mr. Ingram and Mr. Oordon (fortunately coming to London) went along with me to 
Mr. ChrifUe, to have his judgment how and when we should proceed. Mr. Chriilie is 
undoubtedly the moil knowing judge in Britain being flored with knowledge arifing from 
daily experience, as the chief Sales are made by him. The emplojrment of no particular 
Sale can be a great obje(fl to him, becaufe he has always more in his o£fer than he can 
accept : his interefl being the fame with the proprietor of the Pi6lures, as the fuccefs not 
only increafes his commifTion, but supports his reputation, which is of great importance to 
him becaufe it throws all the bufmefs of London into his hands. Having met with this 
gentleman and he being before apprifed that the gentlemen who waited on him had a 
joint interefl in the pidlures, he fpoke to the following purpofe ; Gentlemen, When Mr. 
Foulis firft came to Town, 1 made a propofal to him of feledling a number of his Pi<flures 
to intermix with a Sale which I had in view ; Mr. Foulis feemed willing to accept of this 
propofal, but it was over-ruled, and the only opportunity 1 had of ferving him this feafon 
lofl ; for a Sale on the days propofed would have had no company, and you run the hazard 
of being offered half-a-crown for what you expedl 20 pounds. This difeafe of a glutted 
market has been gradually brought on thefe ten years pad by five or fix people yearly 
importing new colle<ftions, and has been brought to a crifis by thefe importations, and by 
an Englifhman who had gone to Paris and eflablifhed a Paper Manufadlory there for 
lining walls : This man liad fallen into the commerce of Pidlures, and engaged a number 
of wealthy people at Paris to lay out their money in that way, and accordingly a great 
colledlion of paintings was brought into London, and an unfucceffful Sale attempted, in 
which the perfons concerned bought in the Pidlures, and he underflood that the whole 
would be recalled back to Paris, where their highefl priced Pi6lures had generally gone, 
being bought by Frenchmen who came to London for that purpofe and commonly in 
prefenoe of many of the Englifh Mobility ; And Mr. Ohriflie gave feveral inflances, 
particularly of the gentleman who bought Crawford Moor from Lord Selkirk, and other 
examples more recent ; and faid that this difeafe being brought to a crifis would prove its 
own cure, for to his certain knowledge none of the perfons who ufed to import any 
Pictures annually would go abroad this year, they having all fuffered feverely for what 
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they had done; and he thought that in confequence next meeting of Parliament mud 
afford a better market for Pi(flure8 than any that had been for feyeral years pad, fo that 
attempting a Sale in the prefent indifpofition of the public, would be attempting a thing 
impnufUcable and deftruiflive beyond meafure. Thefe and the like reafons fatisfied Mr. 
Grordon and Mr. Ingram, that a Sale fhould not be attempted this year. Altho' this was a 
profound humiliation to me, having undertaken this with fanguine hopes of fuccefs, and fo 
much the more afflidling as I fee fuch a defponding fpirit, which in reality there is no good 
reafon for, becaufe the collection is upon the whole undoubtedly the bed ever offered to 
Sale in London, never any containing fo many capital pidlures of the leading Mailers of 
every School. I have, indeed, been greatly difappointed in my expe<f\ations of drawing 
the attention of the public ; the advertifements are fo innumerable, and the papers them- 
felves fo numerous that the expence becomes great, and the progrefs in making any thing 
known to the public aflonifhingly flow. None of the principal Exhibitions lay out lefs 
than 300 pounds in advertifmg, and a like fum upon Catalogues which they give away; 
and this year there have been Exhibitions in all quarters, and above 40 or 50 different 
kinds. The vifits that I have had, have been generally promifing to bring fomething good 
at laft, becaufe they have been perfons of rank, perfons who have been in Italy and feen 
the befl coUecftions there ; and fome mod knowing gentlemen left this tedimony that they 
never had feen any coUedlion that bore fo many genuine marks of originality. I have 
illudrated the principal pidlures to almod every perfon who feemed to deferve it ; more 
particularly the Transfiguration, becaufe 1 apprdiend there was fomething fo wonderful in 
falling upon that, that I did not expedl to make the tenth part of the progrefs I have 
made in edablidiing its reputation ; and were it generally known to princes to be what it 
really is, fo as to raife competition for obtaining it, it ought in courfe to give a greater 
price than any Pidlure has given fince the Bedoration of Painting; becaufe the Roman 
Pi<flure is edeemed the mod valuable in the world, and altho' larger, yet in many refpe<fl8 
left ,imperf e<5l in comparifon of this, which I have endeavoured to diew in detail every day 
to the mod inquidtive. 

I am forry for the expenoe that has been incurred : were it in my power the Company 
diould fee my gratitude. The care of the Piiflures has been no eafy matter ; they have 
fumidied perpetual occupation, but not without doing them good. What further particu- 
lars may be thought proper 1 beg Mr. John Ingram to add, after taking the trouble of 
reading this letter. Ton have exercifed much patience in the whole of this affair, exert 
prudence and magnanimity to the lad, and trud that God wOl fend you his Blefling,

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A SHORT HISTORY OF THE ART OF PRINTING IN GLAS- 
GOW FROM ITS INTRODUCTION IN 1638 TILL 1740. 

[From Macvean*8 Notes to M^Urt's ^^ HisUyry of Qlasgou)''] 



Thb art of printing was first introduced into Scotland in 1507, and it appears to have been 
carried on for a few years and then relinquished ; at least we can find no works which had been 
printed between the years 1510 and 1536. A few works are still preserred which were printed 
between 1536 and 1560. 

After the reformation the art was encooraged and carried on successfully in Edinburgh ; 
and occasionally at Stirling and St. Andrews. In 1621 the magistrates of Aberdeen appointed 
Edward Raban printer to the city, with a salary and a small sum (paid quarterly) from each 
boy at the grammar school. 

In 1638, George Anderson was induced to commence printing in Glasgow ; and it is said 
that the magistrates allowed him a salary : a dancing master and a fencing master received 
similar encouragement. Anderson had previously printed several works in Edinburgh, in king 
James' college, in the years 1637 — 8. As very few of the works printed by Anderson in Glas- 
gow are now to be found, we give a list of all that we have been able to discover. It is pro- 
bable that he printed many of the pamphlets relating to the troubles before the commencement 
of the dvil war ; but as they generally appeared without the name of place or printer, we shall 
only give those which we have observed with his name. The first work which we have found, 
and probably one of the very first printed in Glasgow, is :

George Anderson appears to have died in 1648, and we find '' The heirs of George Ander- 
son" printing in Edinburgh from 1649 to 1652. For about ten years after the death of Ander- 
son there does not appear to have been any printer in Glasgow. In 1655 principal Baillie had 
one of his pamphlets printed in London. Andrew Anderson^ the son of George, printed in 
Edinburgh in the years 1654—5.

Andrew Anderson was succeeded by Robert Sanders, who was the only printer in the west 
of Scotland for many years. He styled himself printer to the city of Glasgow, and frequently 
used a cut of the city arms in his title pages, with the motto **Lord, let Glasgow flourish through 
the preaching of thy loord." Watson informs us that he died about 1696. He printed a great 
many books, tracts, poems, and other small pieces, which it would be impossible to collect or 
enumerate ; we shall only give a list of a few of the works from his press in chronological 
order :

Hugh Brown printed here from 1712 to 1720. In 1714 he published the Jacobite Ourse, 
and assumed the title of Printer to the University. The principal and professors published the 
following advertisement : " At the college of Glasgow, Deer. 6, 1714. The faculty being in- 
formed that a pamphlet called the Jacobite curse, lately published, bears to be printed by Hew 
Brown, printer to the university of Glasgow, albeit the said Hew Brown never was printer to 
the university but only imploy'd by Donald Govan, who some months past was allowed to print, 
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within the college, and with whom the faculty is yet under communing about his being consti- 
tuted printer to the university ; they thought fit to call the said Donald before them, and hay- 
ing interrogated him if he knew any thing of .the printing of that pamphlet, he declared the 
same was printed without his knowledge, and when he was abroad. The faculty considering 
the premises do order an advertisement to be put in the public prints, shewing that the said 
Hew Brown never was printer to the university, and that he printed the pamphlet without the 
knowledge of Mr. Govan ; tho' he was only employed by him & not by the university." His 
name appears at the following works :

James Hart printed in the university, we have only seen this single work printed by him, —

Donald Govan printed in the college, the only work with his name which we have seen is 
The Merchant's Companion, by W. NeWall, 8vo, . . . . . . 1716 

James and William Duncan printed '^ in the foot of the Saltmarket " in 1718. It has been 
asserted by some of our historians that Dr. Wilson was the first who introduced the art of 
making types into Scotland. This is not however the case. Watson in his account of the 
Scottish printers says, *'In 1711 Mr. Peter Rae, a presbyterian minister, set up a small house 
at Kirkbride, near Dumfries, which he continues going. He is an ingenious man, having made 
a press for his own use, and is making some advances (1713) toward the founding of Letters. 
In 1718 we find '^ James Duncan letter founder in GMasgow." The types used by Duncan are 
evidently of his own making, they are rudely cut and badly proportioned ; and in some of his 
founts the letter e is one third smaller than the other letters. He deserves credit however for 
the attempt, and his founts are not much inferior to those used by the other Scottish printers at 
that time. James and William Duncan printed

John Robertson and Mrs. McLean printed Craighead's Advice to Communicants, 22mo, 1740 

Robert Urie and company printed in the Gallowgate in 1740. Urie has the merit of being 
the first printer to improve the art which had been gradually degenerating from the time of 
George Anderson. He printed several works for Robert Foulis, who was a bookseller for two 
years before he commenced printing ; the Terence of 1742, was printed by Urie for R. Foulis. 

Urie printed the Glasgow Journal, which was commenced by Andrew Stalker in July 1741. 
There had been a paper previously printed here called the Glasgow Courant, and the West 
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I Coontry Intelligenoe. Ko. 1 appeared Nov. 11, 1715, and No. 67, which appears to have been 
the last, in May 1716. 

Urie continued to print a great variety of books till his death which happened in 1771. 

In 1741 Fobert Foulis was a bookseller in Glasgow, and in 1741 — 2 we find several works 
'* printed for Robert Foulis." In 1742 he set up as a printer, and after a few years was joined 
by his brother Andrew. They carried out the art to a higher d^ree of perfection than it had 
hitherto reached in Scotland. Their editions of the classics are well known and highly esteemed. 
Our limits do not permit us to give an accouut of the numerous books printed by them, of 
which we have a list of about 300 different works. We are happy however to learn that a gentle- 
man is collecting materials for a history of these eminent printers, which is also to include a list 
of the works printed by them. Andrew Foulis died in 1775, and his brother Robert in 1776.
